The conference of Doctor Fauſtus with his Spirit 
Mephoſtophiles the morning following 
at his one houſe, Chap. 3. Ps 
Octoꝛ F auſtus hauing commanded the Spirit to be with him at his 
houre appointed, he came and appeared in his chamber, demanding 
of Fauſtus what his defire was: then began Doctoz Fauſtus anew with 
him to coniure him that he ſhould be obedient vnto him, and to anſwere 
him certaine articles, and to fulfill them in all popnts. 
1. Chat the Spirit ſhould ſerne him and be obedient vnta him in all 
things that he asked of him from that houre till the houre of his death. 
2. Further, any thing that he deſtred of him he ſhould bꝛing it him. 
3. Allo that in all Fauſtus his demands and interrogations, the ſpirit 
ſhould tell him nothing but that which was true. 
Hereupon the Spirit anſwered, and laid his caſe fo2th, that he had 
, no ſuch power of him ſelfe, vntill he had firſt giuen his Pꝛince (that was 
ruler ouer him) to vnder ſtand thereof, and to know it he could obtaine 
to much df his Lo2d : therefoze ſpeake further that 4 may doe thy whole 
deſire to my pꝛinte. fo2 it is not in my power to fulfil without his leane. 
Shew me the cauſe why ( ſaid rauſtus 2 ) the ſpirit anſwered Fauſtus 
thou ſhalt vnderſtand that with vs it is euen aſwell a Kingdome as 
With pou on earth: yea, we haue aur Rulers and Seruants, as Jmy 
felfe. am one, we name our whole number the Legion: foz although 
that Lucifer is thauſt and fallen out of heauen thzough his pꝛide and 
high, minde, pet he hath notwithſtanding a Legion of Deuills at his 
commandement that we tall the Oriental! Pzinces, foz his power is 
great and infinite. Alſo there/is a power in Meridie, in Septentrio, in

The famous Hiſtory 
Here followeth the ſecond part of Doctor Fauſtus his life, 
and practiſes vntill his end, Chap, 1 


DE Octoꝛ Fauſlus hauing recejued deniall of his wirit, fobereſolned a- 
m moze in ſuch like queſtions pꝛopounded: fozgot all god wozkes, 
and fcll ta be a Balender-maker by the helps of his ſpirit, and alſo fix 
Gozt time to be aged Aſtronome 77 7 02 Aſtrologian: he had learned ſo per⸗ 
fectly ot his Spirit the taur ſe af the ©unne, Pone, and Stvrres, that 
ve had the mot famous gane of all the Pathematiques that liued in 
his time, as may well appeare by his wozkes dedicated vnto ſundzy 
Dykes and Loꝛds: fo2 he did nothing without the adnice of his fpirit, 
which legrned hun to pzeſage of matters to come, which haue come to 
palle ũinęe his death. The lis pzaiſe won he with bis Kalcnders and fls 
manacks malung, foꝛ when he pꝛelaged of any thing, operation, and als 
teratiou of the weather 0z Elements: as windt, raine fogs, now, halle, 
mapſt, dꝛy, warme, colde, thunder, lightning: it fell ſo duely out, as if an 
Angell of heauen had fazewarned it. Vs did nat, ke the vnskilfull 
Altrenomers ot our time, that ſet in Winter, cold, moyſt airy, froſty: 
and in the Dog dapes, hot, dꝛy, thunder, fre, and luch like, but he ſet in 
all his wozkes, dap and haure when, where, and how it ſhould dappen. 
It any wonderfull thing were at hand, as moztalitie, famine, plague, 
barres, he {eye bu the tune and place, in true and iult oꝛder, when 
ye” put forch by Doctor Fauftus to his Spirit, con- 
cerning Aflronemy.

away. Mhercat Fauſtus all ſozrowfull foz that he had put fozth ſuch a 
queſtion, fell to weping and to howliug bitterly, not fo2 his ſinnes to- 
wards God, but that the Denill was departed from him ſs ſodainiy 
and in ſuch a rage. And being in this perplexity, de was ſuddainly taken 
in ſuch an extreame colde, as it heſhould haue frozen in the place where 
he ſate,in which the greateſt deuill in hell appeared vnto hum, with cer⸗ 
taine ofhis hideous and infernall company in moſt vglieſt ſhapes, that 
it was vnpoſſible fo thinke vpon , and trauerſing the chamber round as 
bout where Fauſtus fate, Fauſtus thought to himſelfe , now are they 
come fo2 me thoughmp time be not came, and that becauſe J haue aſs 
ked ſuch queſtions of my ſeruant Mephoſtophiles : at a 
ons the chieleſt deuill which was the KL oꝛd, vnto whome he gane his 
ſoule, that was Lucifer, ſpake in this ſozt : Fauftus , J haus ſene thy 
thoughts, which are not as thon halt vewed vnto me, by vertneof this 
Leiter, and ſhewedhim the Obligation which he had waitten with his 
owne bed, wherefoze J am come to viſite thte, and toſhew thee ſoms 
of our hellith paſtimes , in hope that will dzawe and confirme thy minde 
a little moze ſtedtaſt vnto vs. Content quothFavſtus, gee tw, let me ſie 
what paſtime you can make. At which wozdes tho greatdemill in his 
likenes ſate himdowne bp Fauftus , commannding the reſt of the deuils 
to appeare in their foꝛme, as if they were in hell: Firſt entrey Belial in 
fozme of a Beare with curled blacke haire to the ground, his cares ſtan⸗ 
ding vpꝛight: within the care was as red as blod, ont of which iſſued 
flames of fire, his tœth were at leaſt a fete long, as white as ſnow, 
with a taile th2&elleslong (at the leaſt) hauing two winges one be- 
hindeeach arme, and thus one after another they appeared to Fauſtus in 
fozme as they were in hell: Luciferhunſelfe late in manner of a man all 
hairy, but of a bzownecolourlike a Squirrellcurtcd, and his taile tur- 
ning vpward on his backe as the ®quirrels vſe, J thinke he conld crack 
nuts to, like a Dquirreil. After him came Belzebub in curled haire of a. 
3 — colour, his head like the head of a Bul, with a mighty paire ol 
es, and two long eares downe to the ground, and two wings on his 
backe with pꝛicking things like thoꝛnes: out or his wings iſlued flames 
df fire, his taile was like a Cowes. Then came Aſtoroth in fozme of a 
wome going vpzight on his taile, t had no fete, but a taile lixc a Þlow- 
woune 2 vnder his chappee grew two ſhoꝛt hands, and his barke was 
 cols-blacke, his belly thicke in the middle, pellow like golde, hauing 
many bꝛiſties on his backe like a Bedge⸗heg. After bim came Chania 


pets, being wylte and gray * „ exceeding curled and hairy, he had 


a head 
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a haadlike the head of an Alle, and a taile like a Cat, andclaweslike an 
Dre.lackingnothing of an eil bꝛoad. Then came Anobis, this deuill 
had a head like adog, white and blacke haire, in ſhape like ahog, ſauing 
that he had but two fcete,one vnder his thꝛoate, the other at his taile, he 
was foure elles long, with hanging cares like a blod-hound. After 
him came Dithican, he was athozt thœfe, in fozme of a Feaſant, with 
ſhining feathers, and foure feete,his necke was grerne, his body red, and 
his feete blacke. The laſt was called Brachus, with foure ſhozt fete 
like a Hedgehog, pellow and greene, the vpper fidc of bis body was 
bꝛomne, and the belly like blew flames of fire: the taile red like the taile 
of a Monkey. The reſt ofthe denils were in fo2me of vnſenſible beaſts, 
as Swine, Barts Beares, Molfes, Apes, Butkes, Goates, Antlops, 
Elephants, Dꝛagons, Poꝛſes, Alles, Lyons, Cats, Snakes, Toades, 
and all manner of vgly odious Serpents and woꝛmes : pet came in ſuch 
ſoʒt, that euerp one at his entry into the Hall, made their reucrence vn- 
to Lucifer and ſo toke their places, ſtanding in ozder as they tame, vn⸗ 
till they had filled the whole Hall, wherewith ſodamly fell a moſt hoꝛri⸗ 
ble thunder clap, that the houſe ſhoke as though it would haue fallen to 
the ground, vpon which enery monſter had a muck fozke in his hand, 
holding tyem towards Fauſtus, as though they would haue run at tilt 
at hun : which when Fauſtus perteiued, he thought vpon the woꝛdes of 
Mephoſtophiles, when he told him how the ſoules in hell were toꝛmen⸗ 
ted being caſt rom deuill to deuill vpon mucke⸗foꝛkes, he thought verily 
to haue bane tozmented there of them in like ſozt. But Lucifer percet- 
uing his thought, ſpake to him, My Faufins howlikeffthou this crew 
of mine? quoth Fauſtus why came not pou in another wanner of ſhape 2 
Lucifer replyed , we cannot change our hclliſh foꝛme, we haueſhewed 
our ſelues heere, as we are there: pet can we blinde mens epcs in ſuch 
ſoʒt, that when we will we repaire vnto them, as if we were men o2 An⸗ 
gels of light, although our dwelling be in darkenes. Then laid Fauſtur, 3 
litze not ſo many of you together, whereupon Lucifer commanded them 
to depart, extept 7. of the p2incipalt, fozthwith they pzclently vaniched, 
1 Fauſlus perceiuing.he was ſomewhat better comfo2ted, and ſpake 
to Luciſer, where is my ſeruant Mephoſtophiles ? let me ſe it he ten doe 

the like, whereupon came a fierce Dꝛagon flying, and ſpitting fire round 
about the honſe, and comming towards Lucifer, made renerence, and 
then changed himſilfe to the fozme of a Frier. ſaying Fauſtus what wilt 
thou? Fauſtus ſaid, J will that thou teach uie to trans foꝛmt imp ſelfe in 
like ſozt as thou and the reſt haue done: tren Eucitt put fc his paw 
and gaue Fauſtus a boke, ſaying, hold, doe what thou wilt, which her

filthy fozmes are in the wozid ? Lucifer anſwered, they are oꝛdaintd of 
God as plagues vnto men, and ſo ſhalt thon be plagued(quoth he)whers 
vpon came Scozpions, Maſpes, Emits, Bes, and Gnats, which fell to 
ſtinging and bitnghim,and all the whole honſe was filled with a moſt 
hozrible ſtinking fogge, inſomuch that Fauſtus ſaw nothing, but fifll 
was tozmented: wherefoze he crycd fo helpe, ſaping, r ee wr 
mp faithfull ſeruant where art thou: helpe, helpe J pzap th: hereat 
the ſpirit anſwering nothing, but Luciter himſelfe ſaid, ho, ho, ho Fau- 
ft ay 4s likeft thou the creation of the wozld ? and incontinent it wos 
cleare againe,and the diuels and all the filthy cattell were vaniched, one⸗ 
ly Fauſtus was left alone, ſœing nothing, but hearing the ſweeteſt mus 
ſicke that euer he heard befoze,at which he was ſo rauiſhed with delight, 
that he fo2got his feares hee was in befoze, and it repented him dat he 
had ſiene no moze of their paſlime. 
How Doctor Fauſtus defired to ſee hell aud of 8 manner 
bow he was vſed therein. Chap. 2 


D Detoz Fauſtus bethinking how his time went — and how hee : 
yad ſpent eight yeares thereof, he ment to ſpend the reſt ts his bet- 

ter cqntentment , intending quite to fo2get any ſuch motions as might 
offend the dcuill any moꝛe: wherefoze on a time he called his Spirit 

Mephoſtophiles, and ſaid vnto him, bzing thou hither vnto mee thy 
L,o2d- Lucifer 92 Beliall : he bzonght him (notwithſtanding) one that 
was called Belzebub, the whith agked Fauſtus his pleaſure : Quoth 
Fauſtus, I woyld know of thee if I mayſee hell and take a view there- 
of. ? That thou ſhalt ſaiv the dinell, and at midnight J will fetch thek. 
Well, night being come, Doctoz Fauſtus awaited very diligently fo 
the comming of the diucll to fetch him, and thinking that he tarryed all 
to long, hee went to the window, where he pulled open a cazement, A 


and loking into the Element, he ſaw a cloude in the ozth, moje . 


blacke, darker and obſcare, then all the reſt of the skie, from whence the 
winde blew moſt hoꝛrible right info Fauſtus his chamber, and filled the | 
whole houſe with ſmoke , that Fauſtus was almoſt ſmothered : hereat 
fell an excerding thunder clap, and withall came a great rugged blacke 
Beare all curled, and vpon his backe a chaire of beaten gold, and fpake 
tu Fauſtus, ſaping, ſit vn and away with me: and Doctoꝛ Fauſtus , that 
had ſo long abods the Mane wicht rather to be im hell then there, got 
on the diuell, and ſo they went 3 But marke how the diuell 


blinded 
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blinded him, and made him belene they carrped him info hell, foz he car- 
ryed him into the apꝛe, here Fauſtus fell into a found fl@pe,as if he had 
late in a warme water 02 bath: at laſt they came ts a place which bur⸗ 
neth continuallp with flaſhing flames of ire and bꝛimſlone: where aut 
ſued an exceding mighty clap ot thunder, with ſo hozrible a noiſe, that 
Fauftus awaked ; but the deuill went fo2th on his wap, and carried Fau- 
ſtus thereinto, pet notwithſtanding howſoeuer it burnt, D. Fauſtus felt 
no moꝛe heate, then as it were the glimps of the Sunne in Map, there 
heard he all manner of muſicke to welcome him, but law none plaving 
on them, it pleaſed him well but he durſt not aske, foz he was fozbidden 
it befoze. To mete the deuill and the gueſt that tame with him, came 3. 
ether vgly denils , the which ranne backe againe befoze the Beare, to 
mant the wap, againft whome there came running an exc&vinag great 
- Part which would haue th2uſt Foufius out ofhischaire, but being de- 
fended by the other thze& deuils, the Part was put to the repulſe : thence 
going on their wap Fauſtus loked, and beholde , there was nothing but 
Snakes and all marmer of benemons beaſts about him, which were cx- 
c>ding great, vnto the Which Snakes came many &@tozkes and ſwals 
lowed vp all the wholemultitude of Snakes, that they left not one: 
which when Fauſtus ſaw, he marnatledgreatly, but pzoceding further 
on their helliſh dopage, there came fozth of an bollowcliffean exceeding 
great flping Bull, the which with ſuch a foꝛte hit Fauſtus his chairg with 
his head and homes that he turned Fauſtus and his Beare oner and ouer, 
fo that the Beare vaniſhed away, whereat Fauſtus began fo try, ch, woe 
ts me that euer Acamehere: fo he thought there to haue bane begui⸗ 
led of the deuill, and to make his cmd befoze his time appointed 02 con⸗ 
ditioned of the deuill, but ſhoꝛtiy aftet tame bnto him a monſtrous Ape, 
bidding Fauſtus to be ot god chere and ſaid, get vpon me: all the fire in 
hell ſeemed to Fauftus to haue beene put ont , whereupon followed a 
monttrous thicke fogge, that he ſaw nothing, but ſhoztly it ſcemed to 
dim ta waxe cleere, where he ſaw. two great Wꝛagons faſined vnto a 

| to the which the Ape aſcended and ſet Fauſtus therein, fw:th 
fiew the D2zagons into an erceeding darke cloude, where Fauilus ſaw 
neither Dzagonno; Chariot wherein he ſate, and ſuch were the cries of 
tozmented-ſoules, with mighty thunder-claps- and flaſhing lightnings 
about hiseares, that pwze Fauſtus ſhake fo feare, Upon this came 
they to a water, ftineking.and filthy, thicke like mudde, into the which 
ranne the Dzagon;fiukingbnder with waggon and all, but Fauſtus fett 
no water, but as it were a wall miſt. tauing that the wanes beate fv, 
ſoze vpon him, that he fawnothing bpdcrandduer himbutoncly water, 
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| not, but he rather perſwaded'hiinſelfe tha 
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in the which he lot his Dꝛagons, Ape, and Waggon 2 and 
d&per and deeper, de came at laſt as it were vpon a 
the waters parted and left him thereon :but when the water was gone, 
it ſemed to him he ſhould there haue ended his life, foz he ſaw no way 
but death: the Noche was as high from the bottome as heauenis from 
the carth,there ſate he, ſering noz hearing any man, and loked ener vpon 
the Nocke: at length he ſawe a little hole, out of the whichiſſued fire: 
thought he, how ſhall J now doe? Jam foꝛſaken ot the deuils, and thee 
that bzought me hither, heer muſt J either fall to the botteme, oz burns 
in the fire, oz it ſtill in diſpaire: with that in dis madnes he gaue a skip 
into the fterp hole, ſaying: holde pou infernall bags, take here this ſacri.

fice as my laſt end, that which A iuſtly haue deſerned 2: vpon this he was 
entred, and finding himſelfe as yet vnburned oz touched ol that fire, he 
was the beter appaied, but there was ſo great a noiſe, as he neuer heard 


the like befoze, it paſſed all the thunder that cuer he had heard, and com⸗ 
ming downe further to the bottome of the roche, ho law a fire, wherein 
were many wozthy and noble perſonages, aa Emperozs, Kings, Dukes 


the which many tozmented ſoules ſpꝛang out of 
ſelues, hut being lo freezing told, they were conftr 
into the fire, and thus wearied themſelues, & ſpent their endles tozments 
out of one labozinth into another, one while in heate, another while in 


fire to cole thems 


were thus toꝛmented, he ſawe one leaping out of the fire and ſcriching 
hozriblp, whome he thought to haue knowne, wherefozehe would fains 


frainedfpeaking. Then this denill that bzought him in, came to him 


againe in likencs of a Beare, with the chaire on his backe, and bad him 
it vp toz it is time to depart : ſo Fauſtus got vp, and the devillcarryed | 
him out into thr avꝛe, where he had ſo ſweet muũcke that he fell a lip by. 
the way. Mis bop Chriſtopher being all (this while at home, and miſs - 
linghis maſter ſolong;, thought his maifter would: haue tarryed and 


dwelt with the deuill foz euer: but whilft his bop was in theſe cogitati⸗ 
ons, his maiſter came home, foz the deuill bʒought him home laſt allepe 


as he ſate iu the chaire, and thzew-hini. on-his bed, where (being thus 
left of the deuill) he lay vntill dap. Mhen he nwaked, he was amazed,

tenberg in pꝛint, foʒ example to all Chꝛiſtians. | 

How Doctor Fauftus was carryed through the ayre vp to the heauen 

to ſee the whole world, and how the Skie and Planets ruled, af- 
ter the which he wrote a letter to his friend of the ſame 
to Liptzig, and how he went about the world 
5 in eight dayes. Chap. 19. 
His Letter was found by a fre man and Cittizen of Wittenberg, 

1 witten with his own hand, and ſent to his friend at Liptzig aPhy- 
tian, named loue Victory: the contents of which were as fclloweth : 
KAmongſt other things, (mylouing friend and bother) J remember pet 
the kozmet friendship had together, when we were ſchwle fellowes and 
Students intze Aniuerſitie at Wittenberg whereas pou firſt fludied 
Phyſick, Aſtrenomp, Aſtrologp, Gcometrp, and Coſmographie, 3 to the 
contrary (pou know) ſtudied Diumitp. notwithſtard ing no win anp of 
pour owne ſtudies J am ſtenc (J am perſwaded ) further then pour ſelfe: 
fo2 uthence J began J haue neuer eired, foꝛ (anpht J ſpeabe it without 
ectingmy own pꝛaiſej my B alenders, and other pzactiſes haur not on⸗ 
ly thecommendations of the common ſoꝛt, but alſa of the chiefeſt Lo2ds 
and Npbles of this ur Dutch nation betauſe( which is chiefly to be no- 
ted) J wzite and pꝛeſage a matters to tome wu ich all actoꝛd and fallout 
ſo right, as if thep had bin already ſe ne vb fo2e. Ind fc that (my beloued 
Victory) port wꝛite to know my voyage which 3 made vnto Þ beauens, 
the which ( as you cerfifie me pou haue had ſome ſuſpition ot) although 
you parrip perl waded pour ſelfe, that it is a thing vnpoſſible, no matter 
fo; that, it is as it is, t let it be as it will, once it was done in ſuch maner

There loked I on the Ocean 
Dea, and beheld a great many Shippes, and Gallpes ready to the bat- 
taile one againſt another: and thus A ſpent mp tourney : now caſt Jiny 
ropes beere,now there, towards South, Nozth, Caſt, and Weff, J haue 
beene in one place Where it rained and hatled, and in another where the 
Dun chone excellent faire, and ſo J thinke that J ſaw mott thinges in 
and about the wo2ld, with great admiration, that in one plate it rained, 
and in another haile and ſnow : on this ſide, the Dan ſhone bzight, ſome 
bills conered with ſnow neuer conſuming, other were ſo hot that araſſe 
and trees were burned and tonlumed therelvith. Then loked J vp to 
theheauens, and behold they went ſo ſwift, chat 3 thought they would 
haue ſpauitg in thouſands. A ikewiſe it was ſocltere and ſo hot, that A 
could not long gazeintoit, it ſo dimmd my ſight : and had not mp ſpi⸗ 
rit Mephoſtophiles couered me as it were with a ſhadowing cloude, J 
had bene burnt with the extreame heate thereof : fo2 the Sky the which 
we behsld heere when we loke vp from the earth, is lo faſt and thicke 
as a wall, diere and ſhining bzight as Chziſtall , in the which is placed 
the @unae,which caſteth fo2th his raies and beames ouer the vnimerſal 
woald, to the vttermoſt confines of the earth.3But we'thinks that the ſun 
is bery little: no, it is altogether as big as the wozld : Inded the boby 
ſabſtantiallis but little in compas, but tho raies oꝛ ſtreames that it caſt 
eth fozth,bp-reaſonofthe thing wherem it is placed, maketh him to ex- 
tend and ſhew himſelife ouer the whole wozld : and we thinke that the

It is the axle of the hea- 
nens that moneth the whole firmrment , being a Chaos oz confaiſey 
ga foʒ that pzofe,J will ew the this example:like as thou ſ@ff 
abnbble made of water and ſope blowne fo2th ofa quill, is in fozme of a 
confuſed malle oꝛ Chaos, arid being in this fozme, is moned at pleaſure 
of the winde which runneth round about that Chaos and moueth him 
alfo round : euen ſo is the whole firmament oz Chaos wherein are pla- 
ted the ſun, and thereft of the planets turned and carryed at the pleaſure 
of the ſpirit ot God; which is winde: Yea Chziſtian Reader, to theglo- 
ry ot Sod, and las thepzofite ofthy ſouls, A will open vntoth&the di- 
une opinion, touching the rule ofthis confuſed Chaos, farre moꝛe then 
m rude Germano Authoz, being poſſeſſed with the deuill, was able 
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to vtter,and to pꝛoue ſome of my ſentences beſoze ta be true, looke into 
Geneſis, vnto the wozks of God, at the creation of the wozld, there ſhalt 


thou finde, that the ſpirit of God maned vpon the waters, befoze hea- 
uen and earth were made. Mark how he made it, and how by his woꝛd

How Doctor Fauſtus made his iourney through the principall and 
woſt famous lands in rbe world. . 
Octoꝛ Fau. hauing ouererun fifteen peares of his appointed time, 
he tolke vpon him a iournep, with full pꝛetence to lc the whole 
Wozld, and calling his Spirit Mephoſtophiles vnto him he ſaid: 
Thou knoweſt that thou art bound to me vpon conditions, to per⸗ 
kozme and fulfill my deſire in all thinges, wherefo2ze my pꝛetence is 
to viſite the whole face of the earth viſible and inniſible when it pleas 
ſeth me, therefoze J eniopne and command the to the lame. TWWhere- 
vpon Mephoſtophiles anſwered, J am ready mp Loꝛd at thy tommand, 
and kozthwith the ſpirit changed himſelfe into the likeneſſe of a flying 
hozſe, ſaping, Fauſtus ſit bp, Jam ready. Doctoz Fauſtus loftily ſate vp- 
on him, and fozwards they went: Fauſtus came thꝛongh many a Land 
and P3ovuince, as Pavonia, Auſtria, Germania, Bohemia, Sleſia, Saxo- 
ny, Miſſene, During, Franckland, Shawblandr, Byerlandr, Styria, Ca- 
rimthia, Poland, Litaw, Lieſland, Pruſſia, Denmarke, Muſcouia, Tar- 
- taria, Tuckie, Perſia, Cathai, Alexandria, Barbaria, Ginney, Peru, the 
ffraightes Ma genelanes, India, all about the frozen Zone, and Terra 
Incognita, Noua Hiſpaniola, the Jles of Terzera, Mederi, Saint Micha- 
els, ths Canarics, and the Tenoritocie, into Spaine, the maine land, 
Portugall, Italie, Campania, the Kingdom of Naples, the Jles of Sicilia,

to Paris where he liked well the Academie: and what place oz kingdom 


ſoeuer fel to his mind,thoſame he viſited.Ye came from Paris to Mentz 


where the riner of Maine fals into the Rhine, not withſtanding he taried 
not long there but went into Campania in the kingdome of Neapolis in 
which he law an innumerable ſozt of Cloiſters, Punries, and Chur⸗ 


fozth from one end ol the towne to the other as a line, and all the p 
ment of þ Cittp was of bzicke, and the moze it rapned in the towne t ihe 


fairer the ſirtetes were: there ſaw he the tombe of Virgill, and che high 


wap that he cut thzongh the mighty hill of ſtone in one igbt, the whole 
length of an Englich mile: when he law the number of Gallics + Argo⸗ 
is that lap there atthecitty hend, the wind⸗ mill that fwd in the water, 
the taſtle in the water, and thehouſes aboue the water, where vuver 
gallies might ride moſt ſafely from raine oꝛ wind: then he ſaw the Ca- 
file on the hill ouer the towne,anmd matiy monuments therein. alſo that 
hilt calied Veſuuius ,wheron graweth all the Grakiſh wine, x moſt plen⸗ 


derednot alittle, toſe& a Citty ſo famoully built ſtanding in the Deg, 
whersthzough euerp (fre&te the water came into luch largeneCe, that 
great ſhips and barkes might paſſe from one {frecte ts another, hanin 
vet a —— on both ſides the water whereon men and hozſe mi 


gyt p 
Ye maruailed alſo how it was poſſible fs much vittuall to regent | 


the towne,audſo god c>eape, conſidering that foz a whole feag N 
thinggrewnerethe lame. Ye wondzed not a little at the fatrenofe of 
S. Matkes place, and the ſumptuous Church ſtanding thereon, talled 
D. Marke, how all the pauement was ſet with coloured ſtones, and 
all the Rode m laftokthee Church dauble gilded duer. Leauing this, he 
tame to Padua beholding their manner ol their Academie, which is cal⸗ 
led the mother oz nurſe of Chziſtendome, there he hearv the Doctozs, 
und ſawe the moſt monumonts in the Towne, entred his name in the 
Uniuerſitie of the Garmane Nation , and w2ote himſelfe Dottoz Fau- 
Kus, the vnlatiable ſpeculatoz: then ſaw he the wozthiefc monument in 
the woꝛld foz a Church, named S.Anthonies cloiſter, which foz the pie 
nacles thereof,and the contriuement of the Church, hath not the like in 
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ches, great 4 high houſes of ſtone, the ſtreets faire & large, and ſraight | 


ſantſwet Oliues. From thence he came to Venice, whereas he won⸗ 


Chꝛiſtendome. This towne is fenced about with th2e mighty walles 
of ſtone and earth, bet wirt the which runneth godly ditches of water: 
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houſe and the Caitle with no ſmall wonder. Mell, fozward he went 
to Rome, which lap, and doth pet lye on the Kiuer Tibris, the which 
deuideth the City into two parts: oner the Riner are foure great fone 
Bzidges. and vpon the one Bꝛidge ta led Ponte S. Angelo, is the Cas 
ſtle of Saint Angelo, wherein are ſo many great, caſt Pætes us there 
are dapes in the yeare, and ſuch Pertes as will ſhote ſeauen bullets off 
with one fire? to this Caſtle commeth a pꝛiup vault from the Church 
and Pallace of Saint Peter, thzough the which the Pope, (it any dan⸗ 
ger be) palleth from his Pallace to the Caſtlefozfegard : the Citty 
hath eleuen Gates, and a hill called Vaticinium, whereon St. Peters 
Church is built : In that Church the holy Fathers will heare no con⸗ 
keſũon, without the penitent bzing money in his hand. Adiopning to 
this Church, is the Campo Santo the which Carolus Magnus built : 

here enerp day thirte&ene Pilgrimes haue their dinners ſerued of the 
beft: that is to ſap, Chʒiſt and his twelue Apoſtles. Hard by this he 
viſited the Churchpard of S. Peters, where he ſaw thePp2amides that 
Iulius Ceſar bzonght fogth of Africa: it ſtiad in Fauſtus his time leaning 
againft the Church wall of Saint Peters, but now Pope Sextus hath 
erected it in the middle of S. Peters Churchpard, it is 24. fatham long, 
and at the lower end fire fatham foure ſquare, and ſo fo2th ſmaller vp⸗ 
wards ; on the top is a Criicifire of beaten Gold, the fone ſtandeth on 
ure Lyons of bzaſſe. Then he viſited the 7. Churches of Rome that 

ere Df. Peters, D. Paules, S. Sebaſtians, S. lohn Lateran, S. Lau- 
rence, B. Mary Magdalen, and S. Mary Maiora. Then went hs with- 
ut the fowne, where he ſaw the Condaits of water that runne leuell 
hꝛough hill and dale, bꝛing ing water info the Towne fiftene Italian 
Wiles off: other Monuments he ſaw to many to rec its, but amongſt 
the reit he was deſirous to ſee thePopes Court, and his manner of ſer⸗ 
nice at his Table, wherfoze he and his ſpirit made themſclues innifible 
and tame to the Popes Court, and p2tup chamber, where he was: there 
ſaw he many ſeruauts attending on his holincs, with many a flattering 
Spcophantcarying of his meate, and there he marked the Pope and the 
manner of his ſeruice, which he ſeeing to be ſo vnmeaſuradie and ſump⸗ 
tuo us: F ie (quoth Fauſtus) why had not the diuell made a Pope of me? 
Fau ſtus ſawe there notwithſtanding, ſuch as were like to himſelfe, 
pꝛo ude, toute, wilfull, gluttons, dꝛunkards, whozemongevs,bzeakers 
of 
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jethim lummon the Nuns to turne the ſpits :foz as none nuiſt confeſle 


diuell might mth Pu to ſpit them all, and haue them to the fire, and 


the Nun but the. Frper, ſo none ſhould turne the roſting Fryer but the 
Nun. Thus continued Fauſtus thzg dayes in the Popes Pallace any 
pet had no luſt to his meat, but ſtod ſtill in the Popes chamber and ſaw 
euerp thing whatloeuer it was: on a time the Pope would haue a feall 
pꝛepared fo2 the Cardinall of Paula, and foz his firſt welcome the Cares 
dinalt was bidden to dinner: and as he ſate at meate, the Pope would 
euer be bleſſing andcroſſing ouer his mouth, Fauftus could ſuſter it no 
longer, but vp with his fiſt and ſmote the Pope on his face, and withall 
he laughed that the whole houſe might heare him, pet none ol them ſaw 
him noꝛ knew where he was: the Pops perſwaded his company that 
it was a damned ſoule,commanding Balle pꝛeſentlp to be ſaid fozh 


is 
deliuery out of Purgatozy,which was done: the Pope ſate ſlil at meat, 
but when the latter mefſe came in to the Popes boꝛd D. Fauſlus laide 
bands fhereon laping, this is mine, and lo he toke both diſh and meate 
and flew vnte the Capitoll oꝛ Campadolia, calling his ſpirit vnto him, 
and laid, come let vs be merry foꝛ thou muſt fetch me lome wine and the 
cup that the Pope dꝛinkes ot, and here vpon monte caual, we will make 
god cheere in ſpight of the Pope and all his fat Abby-lubbers. His ſpi⸗ 
rit hearing this,departed towards the Popes chamber, where he found. 
them pet ſitting andquaffing: wherefoꝛe he toke from beſoze the Pope 
the faireſt peece ot plate oʒ dꝛinking goblet, ant a flaggon of wine, and 
bꝛought it to Fauſtus : but when the Pope and the reſt of his crue per⸗ 
teiued they were robbed, and knewnot after what ſoꝛt. they perſwaded' 
themſelues that it was that damned ſoule that befoze had vered the 
Pope ſo, and that mot him on the face, wherfoze he ſentcommandmont- 
though the whole Citty of Rome, that they ſhould ſap PaCeineuerp. 
Church, and ring all the bels foz to lap the walking ſpirit, and to turſfe 
him with bel, boke, and candle, that ſo inuiũblp had miſuſed the Popes: 
holines, with the Cardinall of Pauia, and the reitof their company : bat. ; 
Fauſtus notwithſtanding made god chere with that which he had be⸗ 
guiled the Pope of, and in the middeſt of the oꝛder of 9. Barnards hars⸗ } 
foted Fryers, as they were going on p2oceſſion thꝛongh themarkets: 
plate called campa de ſiore, he let fal his plate, diſhes and cup: and with 
all fo2 a far well, he mads ſuch a thunder-clap and tazme of raine, as

Und, where he pzaiſed much to his ſpirit the pleaſures of the place; the

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tiuers on cuery ſide of the ſame, hauing beſides within the compaſſe 
oz cirtuit ol ſeauen miles, ſeauen ſmall eas : Ye ſaw alſo therein 
many faire Pallaces and godly butidings, the Dukes pallace, and the 
mighty tcong Caſtle which is in miner halfe the bignes of the towne: 
WPozeouer, it liked him well to ſ& the Boſpitatl of Saint Maries with 
diuers otzer thinges. Ye did there nothing wozthy of memozy,but he 
departed backe againe towards Bolognia, and from thence to Florence 
where he was well pleated to [ce the pleaſant walke of Par chants, the 
ge dip vaults of the Citty , foz that almoſt the whole Citty is vaulted, 
and the houſes themſelnes are built outwardip, in luch ſo2t, that the 
people goe bnder them as vnder a vault : Then hz 7eruſed the ſumps 
tnous Church in the Dukes calle, called Noſtra Dama , our Ladpes 
Church, in which he ſaw many Monuments. as a marble dw22e, moſt 
huge ts loke upon: the gates of the caſtle are Bel-mettel, wherein are 
grauen the holp Patriarkes,with Chziſt and his twelue Apoſties, and 
diners other Hiſtozies, out of the olde and new Teſtament. Then went 
he to Sena, where ye highly pꝛaiſed the Church and Yoſpitall of Santa 
Maria Formoſa, with the godly buildings, and eſpeciallpy the fairenes 
A greatnes of the Citty e beautifull women. Then came he to Lions 
in France, where he marked the ſcituationot the Citty , which lap be⸗ 
tweene two hills. inuironed with 2. waters: one wozthy Ponument in 
the Citty pleaſed him well, that was the great Church with the Image 
therein: hecommended the Cittie highly foz the great reſozt that it had 
bnto it of rangers. From thence he went to Cullin, which lyeth vpon 
the riuer aof Rhine, wherein hc ſaw one of the auncienteſt Monuments 
of the wszld,the which was the Tombe of thz& Ringes, that came by 
the Angell of Ged, and their knowledge thep had in the ſtarre, to woꝛ⸗ 
ip Ch2if: which when Fauſtus ſaw he ſpake in this manner, Ah alas 
god men how haue pou erred,andloft pour wap? pou ſhould haue gone 
to Paleſtina and Bechlem in Iudea, how came pou hither 2 Oz belike 
after your death you were thzowne into Mare Medeterraneum, about 
Tripolis in Syria, and ſo yon fieeted out of the ſtraigts of Gibalterta, in⸗ 
tothe Ocean ſea, and ſo into the bar of Portngall, and not finding any 
rel pon were dziuen alongſt the coaſt of Gallicia, Biskay and France, 
and into the narrow Seas, then from thence bnito Mare Germanicum, 
and ſo taken vp A thinke about the towne of Dort inHolland,you were 
brought to Cullin to be buried, oz elſe A thinke you came moze eaſily 
with a whirl-winde oner the Alpes, and being thzown into the riuer of 
Rhine, if connayed pou to this place, where you are kept a Ponument. 
Thereſaw he the Church ol &. Yrfuls; where a > 
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of the 1000. Uirgins : it pleaſed him. alſo to ſe& ths beauty of the wo⸗ 
men. Not farre from Cullin lyeth the towne of Ach, where he law the 
goꝛgeous temple that the Emperour Carolus quartus built of Marble 
ſtone fo2 a remembꝛance of him, to the end that all bis ſuccell92s ſhouly 
there be crowned. From Cullin x Ach he went to Geneva, a city in Sa- 
voy, lying neere Switzerland, it is a towneof great traffine, the Lo2d 
hereof is a Biſhop, whole wine ſeller Fauftus and his ſptrit viſited, foz 
the loue of his god wine. From thence he went to Strasburg, where he 
beheld the faireſt temple that euer he had ſcene in his life befoze, foz on 
eucry ſide thereat he might ſ& thzoughit, enen from the couering of the 
Minſter to the top of the Pinicle, and it is named one of the wonders 
of the woꝛld: wherefoze he demanded why it was called Strasburg? his 
ſpirit anſwered, becauſe it hath ſo many high wayes comming to it on 
tuerp ſide, foꝛ Stros in Dutch is a high wap, and hereof tame the name: 
pea (ſaid Mephoſtophiles) the Church which thou ſo wonderett at, 
hath moꝛe renenues belonging toit then the twelue Duks of Slefia ars 
woꝛth, fo2 there pertaine vnto this Church fifty ſtue townes, and fonre 
hundzeth ſixtre thzee Willages, befides manp houſes in the Towne. 
From thence went Fauftus to Baſil in Switzerland, where the tiuet of 
Rhine runneth though the Towne, parting the ſame as the Riuer of 
Thames doth London: in this towne of Baſil he ſaw many rich monu⸗ 
ments, the towne walled with bzicke, and round avout it without i 
goeih a great treach : no Church pleaſed him but the Jcſuites Church, 
which was ſumptuouſiy builded, and ſet full of Alablaſtcr Pillars: 
Fauſtus demanded of his Spirit how it toke the name of Baſil ?his 
Spirit made anſu ere and ſaid, that befoze this cittie was found, there 
vſcd a Bafiliſcus a kinde of Derpent, this Serpent killed as many men, 
women, and childꝛen as he twke a fight of, but there was a Knight that 
madehimrelfea coucrof chʒiſtall to come 0ner his head andſodowne ta 
the ground, and being firſtconered witha blacke cloath, ouer that he 
put the chꝛiſtall, and foboldly went to ſ&the Baſiliſcus, and finding tha 

place where ſhe haunted, he expecting her comming, euen befoze the 
mouth af Her cane, Where ffanding a while, the Baſiliſcus came feazth, 
+ who when ſhe ſawe hcr owne venomons ſhadow in the Chꝛiſtall, ſhe 


fplit in athoaſand peetces : wherefoze theRnight was richly rewarded 3 


of the @mperoxr : after the which the Knight founded this towne vpon 
the place where he had flaincthe derpent, and gaue it the name of Baſil, 
in remembzance ot his ded... n 

Ftom : Baſil Fauſtus went to Coſtuitz in Sweirz at 
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euen from the gates ofthe towne, vnto the other fide of the freame : at 
the head of the tiner of Rhine, is a ſmall Sea, called of the Switzers the 
blacke ſea, twenty thouſand paces long, and fifty hundꝛed paces bꝛoad. 
The towne Coftvitz toke the name of this: the Emperour gaue it to 
a Clowne, fo2 expdunding of his Riddle, wherkoze the Clowne named 
the towne Coſtuitz,that is in Engliſh, coſt nothing. From Coſtvirz 
became to Vim, where he ſawe the ſumptuous Town-houſe, built by 
two and fifty of the auncient Senatozs of the Citpe, It toke the name 
of Vim,foz that the whdle land there about,are full of Clmes : but Fau- 
ſtus minding to departe from thence,h's ſpirit ſaid vnto him, Fauſtus, 
thinke of the Towne as thou wilt, it hath thzee Dukdomes belonging 
to it, the which they haue bought with ready money. From Vlm he 
| came vnto Wartzburg, the chiefeſt Mowne in Frankeland, wherein the 
Wiſhop altogether kepeth his Court, thzough the which Towne pal⸗ 
ſeth the riuer of Mayne, that runs into the Rhine: thereabout groweth 
ſtrong and pleaſant wine, the which Fauſtus well pꝛwued: The Callle 
ffandethon a hill, on the noꝛth ſide of the Towne, at the foote whercof 
runneth the riuer: this towne is ful ofbeggerly Frpers, uns, p2ielts 
and Jecſuites : fo2 there are fine ſoztes of begging Fryers, beſides thꝛie 
Cloyfters of Punncs : At the lot of the Caſtle ſtands a Church, in the 
Which there is an Alter, where are engrauen all the foure Elements 
and all the ozders and degrers in heauen, that any man of vnderſtadin 
 whoſoeger that hath a ſight thereof, map ſap,that it is the Art iacialle 
thing that euer he beheld. J rom thence he went to Norenberg, whi- 
ther as he went by the wap, his ſpirit infoꝛmed him, that the town was 
named of Claudius Tiberius, the ſonne of Nero the tyꝛant. In the towne 
ars two famous Cathedzal Churches, the onecalted S. Sabolt, th'other 
Saint Laurence:.in which Church ſandeth all the Keliques of, Carolus 
, magnus, that is to ſap, his Cloake,his hoſe and dublet: his S woꝛd and 
Crowne, his Scepter and his Apple: It hath a very glozious guilden 
Conduit in the Market place of S. Laurence: in which Conduit is the 
ſpear that thꝛuſt our Sauiour into the fide, 4 a pete of the holy Croſſe: 
the wall is called, The faire wall of Nerenberg, and hath 328 firetes, 
160. welles, foure great t two ſmall Clockes, ſix great Gates, e two 
ſmal does, eleucn ſtone Bꝛidges, twelue ſmall hills, ten faire market- 
plates, thirt&n common Yot-houſes,ten Churches: within the towne 
ure thirty wherles of water - milles: it hath 132 tall Ships, two migh- 
ty Towne walles of hewen Stone and earth, with verp dep trenches : 
the wals haue 180 Towzes about them, and foure faire platfoꝛmis t 


Apothecaries, ten Doctozs af thECummonLawe, fourtine Doctozs || | 
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of Phiſicke. From Norenburg, he went to Auſpurg where, at the 


 bzeake of the day, he demanded ok his ſpirit, whereupon the towne toke 
his name: this towne (quoth he) hatb hadmany names; when it was 
firſt built, it was called Vindelica : ſccondly it was called Zizaria, the 
y20n b2idge :laſtip,by the Emperour Octauius Auguflus it was called 
Auguſla,and by the cozruption of language, the Germans haue named 
it Auſpurg. Now foz becauſe that Fauſtus had bene there befoge,be de⸗ 
parted without viſiting their monuments to Ravenſpurg , where his 
ſpirit certifiedhim that the Citty had ſeauen names: the firſt. Tyberia, 
the ſecond Quadratis, the third Heaſpalis, the fourth Regionopolis, the 
fift Imbripolis, the ſixt Ratisbona, the laſt Rauenſpurg. The ſcituation 
of ihis Citty pleaſed Fauſtus well, alſo the ſtrong and ſumptuaus buil- 
dings: by the walles thereof runneth the riner Danubia, in Dutch 
called Donow, into the which not farre from the compaſle of the Cittp, 
falleth neere hand thz&eſcoze other (mall riners e freſh waters; Fauſtus 
alſo liked the ſumptuous ſtone Bꝛidge ouer the ſame water, with the 
Church ſtanding thereon,the which was founded An. 1115. the name 
whereof is called . Remadian : in this towne Fauſtus went into the 
Celler of an Inholder, and let out all the wine andbere that was in the 
teller. Atter the which feate he returned into Mentz in Bavaria a right 
pꝛincelp towne, the Towne appeared as ik it were new, with great 
ſirets therein both of bꝛeadth and length from Mentz to Saitburg, 
where the Biſhop is alwaies reſivent : here ſaw he all the commodities 
that were poſſible to bs ſcene , fo; at the hill he ſawethe fozme ofa bell 
made in Chꝛiſtall, an huge thing to loke vpon, that enerp peare grows 
eth bigger and bigger, by reaſon of the frezing colve. From thence he 
went to Vienna in Anſtiia, this Towneis of ſogreat antiquitie, that it 
is not poſſible to finde the like, In this to wne (ſaid the ſpirit) is mdze 
wine then water, foꝛ all vader the to wne are wels, the which are filled 
-enery peare with wine, and all the water that they haue, run neih by the 
Towne, that is, the river Danubia. Fromthencehe went into Prage, 
the chiefe Citty in Bohemia: this is deuided into thꝛse partes, that is, 
old Prage, new Prage, and little Prage. Little Prage is the place where 
the Empero2s court is placed, vpon anerceding high monntaine,there 
18a Caſtle where are two faire Churches, in the one he found a monu⸗ 
ment which might well haue bene a mirroꝛ fozhimſelfe, and that was 
the @epulcher of a notable Coniurer, which by his magicke had ſo in⸗ 
tchantes his Scpulcher, that whoſouer ſet fete thereon, ſhould be ſure 
-nonextadyein their beds. From this Caſtle he . 
EPE twenty e foory Arches. Jn the vol 
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of the bꝛidge ſtands a very faire Ponument , being acroLe bullde dof 
ſtone, and maſt artificially carued. From thence he came into the olde 
Page, the Which is ſeperated from the new Prage, with an exceving 
depe ditch, and round about inclofed with a well of bzicke. Unto this 
is adioyning the Jewes Towne, wherein are thirtenc thouſand men, 
wam:i and childꝛen, all Lewes: There he viewed the Colledge and the 
Garden where all manner ok ſauage beats are kept, and frõ thence he 
ſet a tompas round about the thige tow nes, whereat he wondzed great- 
ly,to ſe ſo mighty a Citty ſtand all within the walls. From Prage he 
lle w in the ap2e and bethoughthimſelfe what he might doe, oꝛ which 
way to take, ſo he loked round about, 4 behold be ei pied a paCing faire 
Citty which lay not karre from Prage, ab ut ſom? faure and tiventy 
miles, and that was Breſlawin Sclefia, in the which when he was en- 
fred, it ſermed to him that he had bene in Paradiſe,ſoncafe and cleane 
was the ffreets,and ſo ſumptuous was their buildings. In the Citty 
he ſaw not manp wonders,ercept the bzaten Uirgin that ſtandeth on a 
bꝛidge ouerthe water, and bnder the which ſtandeth a mill like a pow ⸗ 
der mill, which virgin is made to doe execution vpon thoſe diſobedient 
to bone bone childzen that be ſo wilde that their parents cannot bꝛidle 
them: which when any ſuch are found with ſome haynous offence tur⸗ 
ning to the ſhameof their parents ekindzed , they are bꝛought to kiffe 
this virgin, which openeth her arme, the perſon then to beepecuted 
 kiffethher , then doth ſhecloſe her armes together with ſuch violence, 
that ſhe truſheth out the bzoath of the partie, bꝛeaketh his bulke x ſo dy⸗ 
eth, bat being dead, ſhe openeth her armes againe and letteth the party 
fall into the mill, where he is ſtamped in ſmali moꝛſels, which the water 
carrpeth away ſo that no part of him is found againe. F rom Breſſa 
he went toward Cracoua, in the kingdome of Polonia, whece he beheld 
the Acadamie the which pleaſedhim wonderfull well. In this Cittp 
the Ning moſt commonly holdeth his Court at a cafle, in which Caſtle 
are many famous Monuments. There is a moſt ſumptuous Churth in 
the lame, in which ſtan dete a ſiluer Altar gilded, e let with rich ſtones, 
and ouer it is a conuepance ful ot᷑ all man er ot ſflner oꝛnaments belong⸗ 
ig to the Palle. Jin the church hangeth the tawbones ef a huge daagon 
that kept the rocke befoꝛe the Caſtle was ediſted thereon. It is full of 
all manner oł munition and hath alwates victual fo2 3. peares to ſerue 
2. thauſand men. Thꝛough the towne ruancth a riuer called the Veſtual 
93 Wiſſell, where oner is a faire wodden bzidge. This water deuider 
the towne and Caſmere, in this Caſmere dwellech the Jewes being 
aſmall walled Towneby themfelnes; to the * 1 


the walls are ſtrong, the pinacles are very huge, and the frets large, 


luch, that he theught ir all the Chziſtian Pꝛintes ſhouly banquet teges 


on him, ſoz his yomp he thonght was moꝛe fit foz himſelfr, where loge as 


that the u hole campanp fozſake their meate and fled, ertept onelythe 
came Fauſtus in foꝛme of a Pope tothe great Tutte, ſaying, all haile 


meruailed what this ſhould be

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women and childꝛen: within one mile of the tobone there is a ſalt mine 

where they finde fiones of pure ſalt of 1000. pound, 2000. peund, oz 
moꝛe in weight, and that in great quantity. This ſalt is as blacke as 
the Newcaſtle coales wen it temes out of the mines, but t eing beaten 
to powder it is as white as ſnowe. The like they haue fouce mile from 
thence at a tovyne called Buchma. From thence Fzuſtus went to San- 
detz, the captaine therof was called Don Spiket Iordan: iu this towne 
are many monuments, as the tombe oz ſepulcher of Chziſt, in as ample 
maner as that is at leruſalem, at the pꝛoper toſts of a Gentleman that 
went thziſe to Ieruſalem from that place and returned againe. Not far 
from that towne is a new towne, wherein is a Nunry of the e2der of 
S. Diocleſian, into which-ozder map none tome except they be Gentle» 
women, and well fe2med, and faire to loke vpan, the which pleaſed 
Fauſſus well, but hauing a will to trauaile further, and to ſ& moze 
Wonders, mounting 1 tt the eaſt, over many lands and p2rams 
ces, as into Hungaria, Ttanſiluania, Shede, Ingatz, Sardenia, and ſo into 
ConRantinople, where the Turkiſh Emperoꝛz kept his tourt: this citty 
was ſurnamed by Conſtantine the founder thereof, being bailded of 
very faire ſtone. Jn the ſame the great Turke hath thze faire pallaces, 
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but this liked not Fauſtus that ane man might haue ſo many wiues as 
be would: the ſea runneth hard by the Cifie , the wall hath 11. gates: 
Fauſtus abode there acertaine time lo fee the manner of the Turkiſu 
Emperours ſei uice at his table, where heſaw' his royall ſeruice to be 


ther, and ene ry one aduzut the feaſt to the vttermoſt, they were not a- 
hie ta compare with the Cure foz his table, and the ceſt of his country 
leryice :-wherefoze it ſoſpighted Fauſtus, that he vowed to be reuunged 


the turke ſat ati ate Feuſtus ſhewed him a litile apiſh play: foz round 
about the pꝛiuy chamber he ſent fozth flaſhing ſtames of fire, inlomuch 


great Turtze himſelfe, dim Fauſtus charmed in ſnch ſo2t, that he could 
neither riſe noꝛ fall, neither could any man pull bim up: With this 
was the hall (alight; as if the Sunne had ined in the honſe, then. F 


Emperour, nolwart thou hononred that A fo wezthily apprare unto, 

bene thy Mahomeruas wont to dee, here upon he vanilted; qfozth-: 

with it-thundzed, that the whole Pallace ſhoke; the Turke greatly xn 
* and was perlwaded 
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by his chiefeſt counſellozs that it was Mahomet his Pzophet which 
had ſo appeared vnto them, wherenpon the Turke commanded them 
to falldowne on their knees, and to giue him thankes foꝛ doing them ſs 
great honour as to ſhewhimſelfe vnto them: but the next dap Fauſtus 
went into the Callle where he kept his Wines and Coneubines, in 
the which Caſtle might no man vpon the paine of death come, except 
thoſe that were appointed by the great Turke to doe them ſeruice, and 
they were all gelded : which when Fauftus perteiued, he laid to his Spi- 
rit Mephoſtophiles, how likeſt thou this ſpoꝛt: are not theſe faire ladies 
greatly to be pittied that thus conſume their pouth at Þ pleaſure of one 
only man? Why ( quoth the ſpirit ) maiſt not thou in ſtead of the Em⸗ 
perour embzate his faire ladies: doe what thy heart deſtreth heerein, 
d J will aid ther, and what thou wiſheft thou ſhalt haue it perfozmed: 
— Fauftus (being befoze this counſmle apt enough to put ſuch 
matters in pꝛactiſe) canſed a great fogge to be round about the Cale, 
both within and witdout, and he himſelfe appeared amongſt the Ladies 
in all points as they vſe to paint their Mahomet: at which ſight the Las 
dies feil on their knees and wozchipped him. Then Fauſtus toke 
the faireſt by the hand and led her into a chamber, where after his maner 
he fell to dalliante, and thus he continued a whole dap and a night: and 
when he had delighted himſe lte ſufficiently with her he put her away. 
and made his ſpirit bꝛing him another, ſo like wiſe he kept with her 24. 
houres play, cauũng his ſpirit to fetch him moſt dainty fare, and ſo he 
paſſed away ſire dapes. hauing each day his pleaſureof aſundzy Ladie, 
and that of the faireſt: all which time the fog was ſo thicke and ſo tins 
king, that they within the houſe thought they had biene in hell foz the 
time and thep without wondzed thereat,in ſuch ſoꝛt that they went to 
thetr p2ayers; talling on their God Mahomer, and wozchiping of — 

Image. Wherfo2e the fit day Fauſtus exalted himſelfe into the aire ik 
to a Pope, in ſight of the great Turke and his people. And he had no ſw 
ner departed the Caſtle hut the tig vanithed away: whenee pzeſenfty 
the Turte lent foz his Miues and Concubines, demaunding of them 
it they ew the cauſe-why the Caſtie was beſet with a miſt ſo long 2? 
They laid that it was the God Mahomer himſelfe that cauſed it, and 
howhe was in the Caſtle perſonally full ire dapes: and foꝛ moze ter⸗ 
tainty hehathline with ſire of vs ſire nights one after another. The 
Nurke hearing this, fell downe vpon his knees, and gaue Mahomer 
thankes,defiring him to teꝛgiue him foz beeing offended with his viſi⸗ 
ting his Caſtle t wiues thole ire daies-budthe Turks commanded that 
thoſt whom Mahomet had line bpſhonld be moſt caretullp lwked vnkd,

mut goe vpon aladder 30 
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perſwading himfelfe(andſo did a l h whole people that knew of it) that 


out of them Mahomer ſhould be raifed a mighty generation, but firſt 
he demanded of the fixe Ladies if Mahomet had notactuall copulation 


with them accozding as earthly men haue e yeamy Lom ( quoth one) 
as if vou had been there pour ſelfe pon tould not haue mended it, fo: he 
lap with vs ſtarke naked, kiſled and tolled vs, and ſo delighted me. tha t 
foz my part J would he came two oꝛ th2& tunes a werke to ſexue me 
in ſuch ſozt againe. From whence Fauſtus went to Alkar, the 
befoze times was called Chairam e Memphis. In this Citty the Egpp» 
tian Souldan holdeth his court. From thence the riner Nilus hath his 
firſt head and ſpꝛing, it is the greateſt freſh water riner that is in the 
whole wozld, and alwaies when the Sun is in Cancer it onerflow- 
eth the whole land of Egypt: Then he returned againe towards the 
Noztheaſt, and to the Towne of Ofen and Sebata'in Hungaria. This 
Ofen is the chiefeſt Citey in Hungaria; and ſtandeth in a fertile ſople, 
wherein groweth moſt excellent wine, and not farre from the Towne 
there is a Well called Zipzar, the water whereof changeth Aron into 
Copper: there are mines of gold and ſtiuer, e all mamer of metall: we 
Germanes tall this towhe Ofen butinthe Hungarim ſpenti it is Start. 
In tte towne ſtandeth a verp faire Cattle and very well fortified. From 
thence he went to Auſt na, e thzough S leſia into Saxony vnto the tan 
of Magdeburg and Lipzig, and Lubeck, Magdeburpis a iſhopzick: in 


wine at Cana in Gallile. At Lipzig nothing pen auſtas Ia welt ais 
the great ve ſiell in the Calle made ot wov; the which is hounwabdut 
with 24:y201 hapes. and enery hope weigheth 200peund meigit: you 
ſteppes high befaze du ran lane into it: he 
I aſotde new churchyard whete iti walles, , Sandeth vpon a faire 
plaind, the yard is 200pacestung;angiround. abbut the ue at the wall 
ar$goodly. places ſeynraten vue frouneath other''to te lepalchers in, 

which in the middle of the pard ſtandeth very ſumptuous ꝛ therein 
' Tandetha Pulpit af white wozke and gold. From hence he came to 
Lubeck and Hamburg / where he made no abode, but away againe to 
rford in Duringen, :whire he viſited the Freſcold, and from Erſord he 
went home to Wittenberg when he had ſeen and biſited man a range 


place, being from hame nme genre and a halfe, in which time he wzonght 


moze wonders then ars here declared. |

A Fter this Doctoz Fauſtus ſet fo2th agninotd viſits the countries 
4ASpaine, Portugall, France, England, Scotland, Dcumatke, Sw 
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Poland, Muſcouy, India, Cataia, Affriea, Perſia, and laſtly into Barbaria 
u mongſt ths Blackamoores, And in all his wand ing he was defirous 
to vilite the ancient wonuments and mighty hills: amongſt the reft he⸗ 
holding the high hill called the Treno Reife, was dcftrons to reſt vpon 
it: from thence ht went into the Jle ot Britanny, wherein he was greats 
ty delighted tolee the faire water, and warme Bathes, the diners ſozts 
of metal, with many.pzcctous ltones, #dincrs other commodities, the 
Which Fauſtus bꝛought thence with him: Me was alſo at the Orchades 
behind Scotland, where he ſaw the tree that baingeth- fozth fruite, that 
when it is ripe openeth and falleth into the water, whercincngenv2eth 
a tert aine kinde of fowle. oz bird, theſe Zlands are innumber 23. but 
ten of them are not habitable, the other thirtene are inhabited. From 
ce he went to the Hill Caucaſus, wbich is the higheſt in all that 
ropick; it liethnco&rs the bozders of Scythia :hereon Fauſtus Cod and. 
beheld many lands andKingdomes, Fauftus being on ſuch an hich hill, 


thought to loke auer all the wold, e beyond, fo; he went to ſ& Para- 
dile, but he durſt not com mune withhis Spirit thereof: and being on 


the hill of Caucsſus he ſaw the hole land of India and Scytbte, and ag 
beloked towards the Caſt. he lam a mighty cleate ſi rike of fire com⸗ 


ming from heauen vyon the earih tuen as it had bcene one of the beams 
dt the Hunne; he (aw in the valley foure mighty waters ſpꝛinging: one 
bad his courſetowards India the ſecond towards Egypt, the third and

Of a certaine Comet that appeared in Germany, and how DoRor 
Fauſtus was defired by certaine friends of his to knowe 
the meaning thereof. Chap. 24. Oe 
Germany, ouer the Towne of St. Eizleben was [ene a mightie 
Igreat Comet, whereat the people wondzed : but Doctoz Fauſtus bes 
ing there was asked of tertaine of his friends his iudgement 02 opini⸗ 
on in the matter - Mherenpon he anſwered, it falleth ont often by tie 
courſe and change of the ſun and mene, that the ſun is ynder the eacth, 
und the ma ne about; : but when the mone dzuweth niere the change, 
tien is the lun lo ſtrong, that it taketh away all the light of the mone, 
in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he is as red as blood, and the contrary, after thep haue 
bene together, the mone taketh her light againe from hum, and ſo in⸗ 
creaſing in light to the full, he will be as red as the ſunne was befoze, 
and changeth her ſelfe into diners_and ſund2y coloars, of the which 
ſpzingeth a pzodigious Ponltcr 03 as you call it a Comet, whirh is a 
figare oꝛ token appointed of God as a fozewarning of his diſpleaſure : 
as at one time, he ſendeth hunger, ptague, wozd, oz ſuch like: being all 
tokens ofhis tudgement : the which Comet commeth thzougy the cons 
iunction of the ſunne and mene begetting a monſter, whoſe father is 
the Dunne, and whoſe mother is the Pane O and Co. | 
A queſtion put forth to D. Fauſtus concerning the ſlarres. Chap. 23. 
T Hore was a learned man of the towne of Holberſſat, named N. W. 
who inuited D. Fauſtus to his table, but falling into commun cati⸗ 
on befoꝛe ſapper was ready, they loked autof the window, and [&ing 
many ſtars in the firmament, this man being a Doctez of Phiũicke and 
a god Aſtrologian, ſaid, D. Fauttus, J haue innited pou as mp guelk, 
hoping that you-will take it in god part with me, and withall A requeſt 
vou to impart vuto mt ſome of your experience in the flars and planets. 
And ſeeing a tar fall, he ſaid, I pꝛap you Fauſtus what is the condition, 
qualitic oꝛ greateſt of the ſtarres in the firmament 2 Fauſtus anſwered ; 
him: Mp friend and bzother, pou ſee that the ſtarres that fall from 
heguen;Wwyen they come to the earth they be very ſmalits our thinking 
as tandels, but being ſired in the firmamcnt, there are many as great 
as this Citty, ſome as great as a Pzouince 02 Dukedome, other as 
great as the whole earth: other ſomefargreater then the earth: as the

T3 is molt true (ſaithhe to Fauſtus) concerning the ®tarres and 

lanets : but A pꝛap you, in what kinde o2 manner doe the ſpirits 
vſe 5 ver men fo little by day, and fo greatly by night? Doctoꝛ Fauſtus 
web rag becanſe the Spiiits are by God fozbidden the light, their 
dwelling! is in darknes,and the clearer the Sun ſhineth the further the 
ſpirits haue their abidiug from it, but in the night when it is darke, 
they hane their familiarity and abiding nere vntovs men. F02 al- 
though in the night we ſ& not the Sun, pet the bꝛightnes thereof ſo 
lightneth ty ft ming of the firmament, as it doth heer on earth in 
the day, by which reaſon we are able to ſ@ the Stars and Planets in 
i night :enen ſo the raies of the Sun piercing vpwards into the firs 

ome Spirits abandon the place and ſo come neere vsonearth, 
the barknes filling our heads with heany dzeames and fond fancies,

How Door Fauſtus was asked a queſtion euncerning the 
Starres that fall rom heauen, Chap. 27. 

Ottoꝛ Fauſtus being demaunded the cauſe why the ſfars fell from 
heauen, he anſwered that it is but our opinion, foz if one ſtar fall, 
tt is the great iudgement of God vpon vs, as a fozewarning of ſome 
great thing to come, foz when we thinke that a ſfarre falleth, it is but 
aſparke that iflueth from a candle oz a flame of fire, foz if it were a 
fubſtantiall thing, thouidtiofſv fone lwfe the fight of them as we 
doe. And likewiſe if ſo be that we ſ& as it were a ſfreame of fits fall 
from the firinament, as it oft hapneth; yet are they no ſtarres, but as 
it were a leer of fire vaniſhing,but the ſtars are fubſtantialt, tyertoꝛt 
Ap me e not falling: ik there tant any,it is a giio of ſome great 

comme as a ſcour eto &pevple oꝛ country, and then furh ars 
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of Doctor Fauſtus. 


Fauſtus was asked a queſtion concerning thunder. Chap 28. 
IN the month ot Auguſt, there was over Wittenberg a mighty great 
lightning and thunder, and as Doctoꝛ Fauſtus was ieſting merilp in 
the market place with certaine of his friends E companions being pPhy⸗ 
ſitions, they deſired him to tell them the tauſe of that weather ? Fauſtus 
anſwered: It hath ben commonly (ene heretofoꝛe, that befogze a thun- 
der⸗clap, fell a ſho wer of raine, oꝛ a gale of winde, fo commonlp after a 
winde followeth a raine, and after a raine a thunder⸗clap, ſuch things 
+ come to paſle when the foure windes meet together in the heauens, the 
apiie clouds are by fozce beaten againſt the fixed Chꝛiſtall firmament, 
but when the ayzieclouds meet with the füirmament, they are congealed, 
and ſo ſtrike and ruſh againſt the firmament, as great pecces of pce 
when they meet on the water, the each other ſoundeth in our eares, and 
that we tall Thunder, which indeed is none other then you haue heard. 


Tye third and laſt of Doctor Fauſtus his merry conceits,ſhewing after what 
ſort be prattiſed Nicromancie in the Courts of great Princes, and 
laſtly of bis fearefuil and pittifullend.

4 71 Me Emperour Carolus the fift of that name was perſonally with 


the reſt of his Pobles and Gentlemen at the to wne of Inſzburck, 
where he kept his Court, vnto the which allo Doctoz Fauſtus reſozted, 
and being there well known of diners Nobles 4 gentlemen, he was in⸗ 
uited into the tourt to meat, euen in the pꝛeſence of the Emperoꝛ, whom 
. When the Emperoꝛ ſaw, he loked earneſily on him, thinking him by 
his lokes to be ſome wonder full fellow ; wherefoꝛe he asked one of his 
Hobles whom he ſhonld be ? he anſwered that he was called Doctaz 
Fauſtus. Mhereupon the Empero? held his peace vntul he had taken 
bis repaſt: after which he called vnto him Fauſtus into his pꝛiuie cham⸗ 
ber: whit her being tome, he ſaid vnto him: Fauſtus J haue heard much 
of ther, that thou art excellent in the blacke Art, and none like thee in 
mine Empire. ſoʒ men ſay that thau haſt a familiar ſpirit with ther, and 
that thou canſt do what thou liſt: it is thorfoze (ſaid the Emperoꝛ) m 
requeſt cf thee , that thou tet me ſ& a p2ofe of thine experience, and A 
vow vnto thee by the hanoz of my Emperiall Crowne, none cuiltfhalt :.

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happen vnto thee foz ſo doing. Yereupon Doctoꝛ Fauſtus an wered his

once ſolitary in mphonſe, A called to minde mine elders and anceſfers, 
yaw it was poſſible fo2 them to attaine vnto ſo great degrc& of authos 
rity, yeaſo high, that we the (ncceConrs of that line are neuer able to 
comengre. As ta; example, the great and mighty Monarch of the woꝛld 
Alexander Magnus, was ſuch a Lanterne and ſpectacle ta all his ſuc⸗ 
ceſſoꝛs, as the chꝛonicles makes mention of ſo great riches, conquering 
and ſubduing ſo many kingdomes, the which A and thoſe that follow 
me (A fcare)thall neuer be able to attaine vnto : wherefoze Fauſtus, my

led, and to pꝛaiſe the to be a famous man in thine art and experience. 
D. Fauſtus anſwered: My moſt excellent L oꝛd, I am ready to accom⸗ 
pliſh pour requeſt in all things, ſo farre fozth as J and mp ſpirit are as 
ble to perfozme: pet pour maiefipſhal know, that their dead bodies are 
not able ſubſtantiallp to be bꝛought beſoze pon, but ſuch ſpirits as haue 
ene Alexander and his Paramour aliue, ſhall appeare vnto pou in 
maner and fo2me as they both liued in thetic moſt flouriſhing time: and 
herelnith J hope toplcaſepourtmperiall maieſty. Then Fauſtus wen? 
alittle aſide toſpeake to his ſpirit,buthe returned againe pꝛeſentlp, ſap» 
ing: now ik it pleaſe your maiefty you ſhall ſce them, pet vpon this con⸗ 
dition Þ pou demand no queſtion of them, no2 ſpeake vata them, which 
the Emperour agreed vato. Wherewith Doctoz Fauſtus opened the 
pꝛiuie chamber doꝛe, where pacſently entred the great and mighty Em⸗ 
peroar Alexander Magnus, 2 all thinges to loke vpon as if he had bin 
| Omg pꝛopoꝛtion a ſtrong thicke ſet man, of a middle ſtature, blacke 
Haire, and that both thicke and curled, head and beard, redchekes, and 
a bzoad face, with eyes like a Baſilicke, he had acompleat harnes bur- 
niſhed and grauen exceꝛding rich to loke vpon: and ſo paſſing towards 
the E mperour Carolus, he made lame and reuerent curteite : whereat 
the Emnporour Carolus would haue ſtod vp ta reteiue and greete him 
With the lie reuerence: but Fauſtus toke holde of hun, and would not 
permit him to doe it. Shoatly after Alexander made humble reuerence 
and went out again: and cõming to the doꝛe his paramour met him. ſhe 
tõming in, made the Empetout like wiſe reuerence: ſhe mas cloathed 
in þlew veluet, wzonght und imbzoidered with Pearl(s and geld, he 
wat alſo excellent katre, like milke and bioud mixed, tall and lender,

downe the honſe, which the Emperour marking, ſaid to himſelft: now 
haus J ſ&nc two perſons which my heart hath long wiſhed to behold ; 
and ſure it cannot otherwiſe be( ſaid he to himſelfe ) but that the ſpirits 
hane changed themſelues into theſe fozmes, and haue not decetued me, 
calling to minde the woman that raiſed the Pꝛophet Samuell: and foz 
that the @mpero2 would be the moze ſatiſficed in the matter he Be 
haue often heard that behinde her necke ſhe had a great wart az went, 
wWherfoꝛe he toke Fauſtus by the hand without any wozds, and went to 
ſiee it it were alſo to be ſn on her oʒ not: but ſhe perteiuing that he came 
to her, bowed downe her neck, where he law a great wart, and hereup⸗ 
on ſhe vaniſhed, leauing the Emperoꝛ and the reſt well contented. 
How Doctor Fauſtus in the fight of the Emperour, coniuted a 
paire of Harts hornes vpon a Knights head that ſlept 
out at a cazement. Chap.. 30. 
V Hen Doctoꝛ Fauſtus had accompliſhed the Emperoꝛs deſire in 
all things as he was requeſted, he went kozih into a gallery, 
and leaning ouer a raile to loke into the pꝛiuy garden, he ſaw many of 
the Emperoꝛs courtiers walking and talking together, any caſting his 
epes now this way, now that wap, he eſpied a Knight lcaning ont at a 
window ofthe great hall, who was faſt a flepe(fo2 in thoſe daies it was 
phate) but the perſon ſhall be nameles that flepf,toz that he was a knight. 
Though it was all done to alittle diſgrace of the Gentleman : it pien- 
ſed Dodoz Fauſtus (thꝛough the helpe of his ſpirit Mephoſtophiles ) ta 
firme vpon his head as he llept an huge paire of Yarts hozns;and as the 
Knight awaked thinking to pull in his head, hehit his heznes again} 
the glaſle thar the panes therof lle w about his eares. Thinke here how 
this god Gentleman was vered, fot he could neither get backward noz 
fozward, which when the Emperoꝛ hrard, all the tourtiers langt, and 
came foꝛth to ſee What was happened. The Emperoꝛ alſo when he be⸗ 
held the Knight with ſo faire a head, laughed hearfily thereat, and was 
therewithall well pleaſed: at laſt Fauſtus made him quit of his homes 
agame, but the Knight perceiued not how thepcame. 
' Howtheabcue mentioned Knight went about to be reuen- 
ged of Doctor Fauſtus. Chap. 31, 
Octoꝛ Fauſtus toke his leauc of the Emperoꝛ and the reſt of the 
Courtiers, at whoſe departure they were ſo2y, giuing him many. 
rewards and guifts: but being a league and a halfe from thetity, hecame 
into à wod, where he beheld the night that be had ieſted with at the 
Court, with others in harneſſe, mounted on faire palfcapes, and run⸗ 
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towards the buſhes, and befoze he came amongſt the buſhcs he retarned 
againe, running as it were to mete them that chaſed him, whereupon 
ſodatnly all the buſhes were turned into hoztemen ,which alſo ran to in⸗ 
counter with the Knight and his company: and comming to them, they 
encloſed the U night and the reſt, and told them that they muſt pay their 
ranſome befoꝛe they departed: whereupon the Knight ſ&ing himſelfe 
in ſuch diſireſſe, beſought Fauſtus to be god to them, which he denied 
not, but let them loſe: pet he ſo charmed them that euery one, Knight 
and other faz the ſpace of a whole month did weare a paire of Goates 
hoꝛnes on their bꝛowes, and euery Palfray a paire of Orc hoꝛnes on 
his head, and this was their penance appointed by Fauſtus, 

How three young Dukes being together at Wittenberg to behold the 
Vniuerſitie requeſted Fauſtus to helpe them at a wiſh to the towne, 
of Menchen in Bauaria, there to ſee the Duke of Bavaria his Sonnes 
wedding. Chap. 32, | 

1 wozthy pong Dukes, the which are not here to be named, 

but being Students all together at the vniuerſity of Wittenberg, 
met on a time all together, where they fell to reaſoning concerning ths 
poinpe and bzauery that would be at the Cittie of Menchen in Bauaria, 
at the wedding of the Dukes Sonne, wiſhing themſelues there but one 
halfe houre to ſe& the manner of their iollity: to whome one replied ſap- 
ing to the other two Gentlemen, ik it pleaſe you to gine me the heating

againe to night, and this is my meaning : let vs ſend to Doctoz Fauſtus, 

. make him a pꝛeſent of ſome rare thing, and ſo open our minds vnto him, 

deſiring him to alliſt vs in our enterpꝛiſe, and aſſure pe he will not deny 

to fulfill our requeſt: hereupon they all concluded, ſcnt fo Fauſtus, told 

im their minde, and gaue him aguift,and inuited him to a ſumptuous 

anquet, wherewith Fauſtus was well contented, and pꝛomiſed to kur⸗ 

ther their iourney to the vttermoſt : and when time was tome that the 

Duke his Sonne ſhould be maryed Doctoz Fauſlus called vnto him the 

thꝛeꝛ pong Gentlemen into his houſe, commaunding them that they 

ſhould put on their beſt apparell, c adozne themſelues as richly as they 
cauld: he toke off his own great large tloak, went into the garden that 
was adiopning vnto his houſe, and ſet the thꝛe young Dukes on his 

Cboake, and he himſelfe ſate in the middeſt, but he gaue them in charge 

that in any wiſe they ſhould not once open their mouthes to ſpeake, oz

all agreed. Theſe conditions being made, Doctoꝛ Fauſtus began to con⸗ 
iure: and on a ſodaine arole a mighty winde, heauing vp the cloake, and 
fo carped them away in the ape, and in due time they came vnto Men- 
chen to the Dukes Court, where being entred into the vtmoſt Court 
the Marſhall had elpied them, who pꝛeſently went to the Duke, ſhews 
ing his grace that al the Lozds and Gentlemen were already ſet at the 
table notwithſtanding there were newly come thze godly Gentlemen 
with one ſernant, the which od without in the Court, wherefoze the 
god old Duke came out vnto them welcomming them, regnicing what 
they were, and whence ! but they made no anſwere at all, whereat the 
Duke wondzed, thinking they were all foure dumb: notwithſtanding 
fozhis honoz ſake he toke them into the court and feafted them.Fauſtus 
notwithſtanding ſpake to them: ik any thing happen otherwiſe then 
well when Jap fit vp, then fall you all on the cloake, and god enough: 
well, the water being dꝛought, and that they mait wach, one of the the 
had ſo much manners as to deũre his friend to waſh fir: which when 
Fauſtus heard, he ſaid, ſit vp, and all at once thep got an the cidake, but 
he that ſpake fell off againe, the other two with Doctoz Fauſtus were 
agaie pzefently at Wirtenderg, dut he that remained was taken Flair 
in pꝛilon, wherfoze the other twaEtenttemen were very ſozrotofull fo; 
their friend, dut Fauftus confozted them, pzomiſing that on themozroty 
he ſhould allo be at Wittenderg. Naw allthis while was te Dune ta- 


himſelle that his hap was ſohardto be left behind and not the ref ks, 
now being docked and watched with fo manyk&pers, there were allo 
certaine of the gueſts that feltto reaſoning with him to know what he 
was, and allo what the other were that were vaniſhed away? dut the 
paze pꝛiſoner thought with himſetfe, (f Y'open what they are, then it 
will be euill elo with me,wherefoze all this while he ganenoman any 
anſwere, ſo that he was thete a whole day and gane no man a woꝛd: 
wherefoze the old Dune gaue in charge that the next mozning they 
ſhould racke him vntill he had confeſſed: which when the poung Duke 
heard he began to (ozrow, and to ſap with himſeife, it may be that to 
mozrowe{ if Doctoz Fauſtus come not to aid me) ſhall J be racked and 
grienoufly tozmented, mſomuch that A ſhall be conſtrained by fozce ta 
tell moꝛe then willingly J would doe: but he comfoztcd himſelfe, with 
hope that his friends would intreat Doctoz Fauſtus about his deline⸗ 


rante, as alſo it came to paſſe foꝛ befoze it was dap Doctoz Fauſtus was 
by him, and he coniured them that watched him into ſuch a heaup lepe, 
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The famous Hiſtory 
withall bꝛought the young Duke againe in ſafety ta the reſt of his fel- 
lowes and fciends, where thep pꝛeſented Fauſtus with a lumptudus 
4 and lo departed one from the other. 
How Doctor Faultus borrowed money of a lev, and laid his 
owne legge to pawne fogir. Chap. 


1 T is acomman Pꝛoutet rom Germany, that although a cowurer hane 
all things at commandement the dap will come that he ſhall not be 
woꝛth a peny : ſo is it like to fall out with Doctoꝛ Fauſtus, in pꝛomiſing 
the deuil to largely: and as the deuill is the authoꝛ oflyes, euen fo he led 
Fauſtus his minde in pꝛactiũng of things to deceiue the people, and blin⸗ 
ding them, wherin he toke his whole delight, thereby to bing ſimſelfe 
tariches, pet notwithſtanding in the end he was neuer the richer. And 
although during fonre and twenty veares of his time that the deoill ſet 
him, he wanted nothing, yet was he beſt pleaſed when he might deceine 
any body; foꝛ outof the mightieſt Dotentates tourts in all thoſecoun- 
tries he would ſond his ſpirit to fetch away their beſt eheere: And on a 
time being in his merriment where he was banquetting with other 
Students in an Inne, whereunto reſozted many Jewes, which when 
D. Fauſtus perteiued, he was minded to play ſome merry ieſt to des 
ceiue a Jew, deſiring one of them to lend him ſome maney fo; a time, the 
Jew was content, x lent rauftus thꝛeſcoze dollers foꝛ a month, which 
time being expired, the Acw tame fo his money and intreſt, but Doctoz 
Fauſtus was neuer minded to pay the Jew againe: at length the Jew 
comming home to his houſe; and callkngimpoztunately foz his money, 
docte2 Fauſtus made hun this anſwer : Jew J haue no monp; nez know 
Ihow to pay ther, but notwithſtanding to the end that thou maieft be 
contented I willcut off a limme of my body, be ifarmeo2legge,andthe 
ſame thou ſhalt haus in patuns of thy money, pet with this condition, 
that when I ſhall pay thee thy monp againe, then thou ſhait giue ine my 

limbe, The Jew that was neuer kriend to a Chziſtian, thought with 
himſelke, this is a fellowright foz my purpoſe, that will lay his lims to 
pawn foz m9:1y, and wastherwithvery wellcontent : whertoze doctoz 
Fauſtus toe a ſaw, and therwith ſeemed to cut ot his leg ( being not- 
withſtanding nothing ſo) well, he gaue it ts the Jew, pet vpn this con⸗ 
dition, that when he got mony to pay, the Jewſhould deliuer him his 
leg, to the end he might let it on againe. The Jew was with this mat- 
ter very well pleaſed, tok his leg and departed : and hauing far home, 
he was ſomwhat weary, and by the way he thus bethought him: what

not pavfitabie ozneceflary foz any thing, and he hadeall it awap : but 
Fauſtus thaeatning,replied, J will haue my leg againe, oz elſe one.of 
thine foz it. The Yew fell to intreat, pzontifing him to giue him what 
money he wovid aske, ifhe would net deale ſtraigtly with him, where- 
foze the Jew was conſtrained to giue him fixty dollers moze to be cid of 


dim, and vet Fauſtus hat his leg on, laʒ he had but blinded the Jew. + 

A Fter the like manner he ſerned a Pozſe-conrſer, ata Fapꝛe called 

X Pheiffring, fa; Fauſtus thzough his Coniuring, had got anerceb 

lent faire Pozſe, whereupon he rid to the Fapze, where he had many 
Chapmenthat offced him money : taftly he ſolde him fo2 fozty dollozs, 
willing bim that bought him, that in any wiſe he ſwould not ride him os - 
uer aty water, but the hoz\e:courſor maruelled with himſelke that Fau- 
ſtus had him rids him oner no water: but (queth he) J will pꝛoue, and 


kozthwith he rid him into the Aiuer. pzeſently the ho;ſe vaniſbed from 
vnder him, and he (ate on a bottle of ſtraw, inſomuch that the man was

vodp, inſomuch that the Hoꝛſe ⸗caur ler ſell back wards in the place, then 
began Dactoꝛ Fauftus to cry with an open thzcate, he hath murthered 
me ; Hertat the Hozſe⸗courſer was afraid and gaue the flight, thinking 
none ather with himſclfe but that he had pulſed his leg from his boap, 
bp this meanes Dectoz Fauſtus kept his money, 
How Doctor Fauſtus eate a loade of H ay.

farthings he ſhould eat as much as he could: wherfoze Doctoꝛ Fauſtus 
began to eate, and that ſo rauenouſlp, that all the reſt of his company 
fell a laughing: blinding ſo the poꝛe clowne, that he was ſo2y at his 
\ Hart,fozhe (med to haue eaten moze then thehalfe of his hay: where- 
foꝛe theciowne began to ſpeake him faire, fo feare he ſhould haue ea⸗ 
ten the other halfe alſo, Fauſtus made as though he had had pitty on the 
clowne, and went his way. Wlhen the clowne came in place where he 
would be, he had his hay againe as he had befoze, a full loade. 
How Doctor Fauſtus ferued the twelue ſtudents. Chap. 36. 
A TWittmberg befo2e Fauſtus his houſe, there was a quarrell bes 
tween ſeauen ſtudents ,and fine that came to part the reff,one part 
being ſtronger then the other.

led each one to his owne houſe: where being entred into their houſes,

AJ Dctoz Fauſtus went into an Inne wherein were many tables full

Woctoꝛ Fauſtus went home againe, and as the @wine had fyled them, 
ſelues in the mud, the ſwine: dziuer dꝛoue them into a wa ex, wherr pꝛe⸗ 
ſently they were changed into ſo many bundles of ſtraw wimming vp⸗ 
right in the water: the buper looked wiſhly about him, and was ſozy in 
his heart, but he knew not where to finde Fauſtus, ſo he was content to

4nhok, ho wel⸗ 
comed him very courteoully: this was Þ month of Janyarp,where 
ſitting at the table, he perteiued the Duchelle to be with childe, and 
fozbearing himſelfe vntill the meat was taken from the table, and that 
they bzoughtin banquetting diſhes, Doctoꝛ Fauſtus ſaid to the Dut- 
ttz⸗heſle, gracious Lady, J haue alwates heard that great bellied women 
doe alwaies long foz ſome dainties, J beſeech thercfoze your grate hide 
not pour mind from me, but tell me what you deſire to tat : ſhe anſwe⸗ 
red him, Dactoz Fauſtus now truly I will not hide from pou what mp 
heart doth moſt deũre, namelp, that i it were now harueſt J would tat 
mp belly full of grapes, and alder vaintty fruite:3zDoctoz Fauſtus anſwes 
*redherenpon, Grations Lady; this is à ſmall thing foz me to dee, foʒ 
Icandoc mo2e then this: wherefoze he toke a plate, and ſet open ore 
of the Cazements of the Window,holving it fozth, where incontinent 
he had his diſh full of all manner of fruite, as red and white Grapcs, 
Peares and Apples, the which- came from out of ſtrange countries! all 


to taſt of this dainty fruit, the which came from afarre tountrie, fog 
 theretheſinumeris not pet ended.

* wherefoze J ſent him into thoſe countries, who hath bꝛeught this fruit 
às pouſæ: whtreat the Duke was in great admiration. | 
oy Doctor Fauſtus Wye 49 charmes mad a great Caſile 
in preſence ofthe Duke of Anholt. Chep. 40. 
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Octoz Fauſtus deſired the Nuke of Avholt to walke a little foxth of 
the Court with him, wherefoze they went together into the field, 
where Doctoꝛ Fauſtus (thꝛough his (ki'l ) had placed a mightie Caſtle, 
whicy when the Duk? aw, he wondꝛed therea?, ſo did the Dutcheſle, 
and all the beholders that an that Hill which is called the Rohumbuel, 
ſhauld 03 the ſusdain be ſa f area Caſtle. At lait Dottoz Fauſſus defired 
the Dune and the Dutcheſſe to wallke with him int) the Cattle, which 
they den ved not. This Caitle was ſo wonderfull ſrong, hauing about 
it a great and deep trench af water, the wh ch was full of f iſh, and all 
manner of water-foutes, as Swannes, Duckes, Gale, Bitters, and 
ſuchlike. About the wall, was fine ſtone do rte, and twaother dozes: 
alſo within, was a great open Court, wherein were inchauntesd, all 
manner of wi do Beatts, ſpecially ſuch as were not to be found in Ger- 
many : as Apes, Beares, Buffes, Antelops, and many other ſtrange 
 Beaites. Al o. there were Hartes, Hundes, Noe buckes and Docs and 
wilde S wme: all inanner ot land -Fowie that a m in coutd think on, 
which flewe from one tre to an other. After ail this, he ſet his gueſts 
ta the Cable, being the Dutze and Dutchelle, with all their traine, foz 
he had pꝛouided them amoit ſump nous Feat, both of meat, and aiſo of 
aup kind of dꝛinke: fo he ſet nine elle ot meat v on the boꝛd at once, 
and alt this muſt his Wagner doe, to place ali t. inges on the boꝛd, the 
which was brought vnto him by the ſpirit, inuiſible, of all thinges their 
hartes could deſire, as wild-floule, vention, and all manner of dapntie 
Fiſh that could be thaught an : of wine alſogreat plenty, and of diners 
ſoztes; as French wine, Cullen wine, Crabaſhir wine, Rhrniſh wine, 
Spauiſh wine, Hungarian wine, Watzburg wine, Malmcſep, æ Backe: 
In the whole, there were a 100 Cans ſtanding round about the houſe, 
This ſumptuous banquet, the Duke tk thankfully, and akterwards 


He departed home wards. and ta their thinking they hav neither eaten 


62 bzunke : ſo were they blinded while they were intde Caltie. Butas 
they were in their Pallace, they loked towards the Caſtie, and beheld. 
it all on a flame of fire, and all thoſe which ſaw it, wondꝛed to heare ſo 
range anopſe, as if it had bene great Oꝛdnante ſhould haus bene ſhot 
off : and thus the Caſtle burned, Econſumed away tlcane. Which done, 
Doctoꝛ Fauſtus raturned to the Duke, who gaue him great thankes foz 
ſhewing them ſo great curtelie, and gaue him a hundzed dollozs, and li⸗ 


bertie to departe, oꝛ itay there at his owne dilcretion, |

taine ſludents, Doctoʒ Fauſtus was himſeife the God of Bacchus, who 
haning well feaſted the Students befoze with dainty fare, after the 
manner of Germany, where it is counted no feaſt except all the bidden 


and inp gueſts, will it pleaſe pou to take a cup of Mine with me in a 
place oꝛ Cellet whereunto J will baing pou t they all ſaid willingly we 
will: which when Doctoz Fanſtus heatd he toke them fo2th,ſet either of 
them vpon an Helly wand, and ſo was coniured into the Biſhop of 
Saltzburg his Celler, fo2 there about grew excellent pleaſant Mine: 
there fell Fauitus and his tonipanp to dzinting and \willing, not of the 
woꝛzſt but of the beſt. And as they wers merry in tre teller, came downe 
to dꝛaw dzinke the Eißwops Butler: which when he perceiued ſo ma⸗ 
ny perſons there, he crped with a loude voptce, thteues tteeues, This 
ſpited Doctoꝛ Fauſtus wonder fully, wherfoze he wade euery one of his 
company to ſit en their hol'p wand e ſo vaniſhed away: end in parting 
D. Fauſtus toke the butler by the haire of the head, and carried him a⸗ 


way with them vntill they came to a unghty high lopped tre, and on the 
top of that huce tre he ſet the Butler: where he remained in a mot 


fearefull perplexitie: D. Fauſtus departed to his honſe, where they 


_ toke their volere one of another, dꝛinking the wine the which they had 


ſtolne in great bottels of glaſle ont of the Biſhops ccller. The Butler 
that had held himſelfe by the hands vpon the lopped tree all the night, 
was almost frozen with colde, eſpying the dap. and ſ&ing the tree of lo 
huge gteat gigyhnes, thought with himſclfe it is vnpoſſiible to come off 
this tree without perül of death; at length he eſpied certaine clownes 
which were palling by, he cried, foꝛ the loue of God helpt me down, the 
cls wnes ſe ing him lo digh, wondꝛed what mad man would clime to ſa 
huge a tre, wherefoze as a thing moſt miraculous, th cp tarptd tydings 


to ſee him in the trie, and many deniſcs they p2actiſcd to get him downe 
with ropes: and being demanded bp the Biſhop how he teme there, he 
ſaid, 5 he was bꝛought thither by the haire of p bead ofcertaine thecues 
that were robbiug of the wine celler . but what they were he knew not, 
a fo: ( ſaid he) they had faces like men, but tyey wꝛodgit like Diutls.

being come to his houſe, he gaue them their welcome, fo2 they were hit 
dere friends, defiring them ta ũit downe, where he ferued them with a 
verp god ſupper of Hens, ſich and other roſt, yer were they but flight- 
ly cecey: wherefoze Doctoz Fauſtus comfozicd his gueſts + ercuſing 
himfelke that thep ſtole vpon him ſo ſuddainlp, that he had not leylure 
ts pꝛouide fo2 them fo weil as they were wozthy : but my god friends 
(quoth he)acco2ding to the vſe of our Countty, we muſt dzinke all this 
night x{o a dꝛaught of the beſt wine to bedward is commendable. Foz 
pou know that in grearPotentates courts they vſe as this night great 
feaſting, the like will J doe foꝛ pon : foz J haue thꝛe great flaggens of 
Wine, the ficſt is full of Bungacian Wine, containing eight gallons,

fo2e it be day: beſides, we haue fifteenc diſhcs of meate, the which mp 


> ſpirit Mephoſtophiles hath fette ſo farre, that it was colde befa2e her 


bꝛought it, and they are all full of the daintieſt thinges that ones heart 
can deuiſe, but (faith Fauſtus) J muſt make them hote againe . and you 
map bel ue me Gentlemen, that this is no blinding cf you, whereas 
vou thinke that it is ns natural fod, verily it is as god and as pleaſant 
as ener you eate.

Woctoz Fauſtus toke ten ſtone pots , and ſet them downe on the floze 
where pzeſently they began to dance, and to ſmite one againſt the other 
that the ſhincrs flew round about the whole youfe , whereat the whole 
company fell a laughing. Then he began another ieſt, he ſet an inſtru⸗ 
ment on the table, and canſcd a mbſtrous great Ape to come in amongſt 
them, which Ape began to-dance and to ſkip, ſhewing thrm many mer- 
rp concoits. In this and ſuchlike paſtime they paſſed away the whole 


intreated: wherefoze he pꝛomiled to feaſt them with a banket of fowle, 
and afterward they would goe all about with a mask: then D. Fauſtus 
put fo2th along pole out of d window, wherupon pzeſently there came 

innumerable of birds & wild fowle, and ſo many as came, had not anp 
power to flie away againe, but he toke them and flang them: to the ſtu⸗ 
dents, who lightlp pulled of the neckes of t hem, and being roaſted they 
made their ſupper : which being ended,thep made themſelues ready to 
the mask.

hauing ſate and well eate and dꝛunke, D. Fauſtus made that euery one 
had an Alles head on, with great and long eares, ſo they fell to dancing 
end to dꝛiue awap the time vntill it was midnight, and then euery man 


departed home: and aſſone as thep were out of the houſe, each one was 


ir his naturall ſhape againe, and ſo they ended and went to llespe. 
How Doctor Fauttus the day following was feaſted of the ſtudents,

all amazed, but after a while, conſidering of Fauſtus his ieſting tricks, 
they began to laugh, and then they pulled in ſunder the calues head, and 
cate it vp, Mheteupon Doctoꝛ Fauſtus asked leaue to de part, but they 
would in no wiſe agree to let him goe, except that he would pꝛomile ta 
come again pꝛeſentip: then Fauftus thꝛough his cunning mad? a ledge 
the which was d2zawne about thehouſe with foure firpd:agons : this 
was fearefull fo; the ſtudents to beholde, foz they ſaw Fauſtus ride bp 
anddowne as though he ſhould haue fired and flaine all tbem in the 
houſe. This ſpoꝛt continued vntil midnight, with ſuch a notſe that they 
could not heare one anether, and the heads ol the ſtudents were ſo light 
that they thought themſelues to be in the ayꝛe all that time,

e Sundap following came thoſe ſtudents home to Doctoz Fau- 
ſtus his owne houſe, aud bꝛought their meat and dzinke with them, 
theſe men were right welcome guefts vnto Fauſtus wherefo2e they all 
ten to dꝛinking wine ſmothly: and being merry, thep began ſome of 
them to talke of the beauty of women, and euerp one gaue fo2th his 
ver dit what he had ſeene, and what he had heard: Do one among the 
reſt ſaid, I neuer was ſo deſirous of any thing in this woꝛlo, as to haue 
a fight ( if it were poſſible )) of faire Helena of Greece, foz whom the 
wozthy towne of Troy was deſtroped and razed downe to the ground, 
therefo2e, ſaith he, that in all mens iudgement ſhe was moꝛe then com⸗ 
monly faire, becauſe that when ſhe was ſtolne away from her husband, 
there was foz her recouery ſo great bloodſhed. 

Doctoz Fauſtus anſwered: foꝛ that you are all my friends, and are ſo 
deſirous to ſa that ſtately pearle of Greece, faire Helena, the wife of 
king Menelaus and daughter of Tendalus and Leda, ſiſter to Caſtor and 
Pollux who was the faireſt Lady in all Greece: J will therefaze bꝛing 
her into pour pꝛeſence perſonally.and in the ſame foꝛme of attire as He 
bſcd to goe when ſhe was in her chiekeſt flowers, and pleaſanteſt pꝛim e 
ot pouth. The litze haue J done foz the Emperour Carolus Magnus, at 
his deũre 3 ſhewed him Alexander the great and his Paramrur: but 
(ſaid Doctoz Fauftus) à charge vou all that vpon pour perils you ſpcahe 
not a woꝛd. noz riſe vp from the table lo long as ſhe is in pour pꝛeſence. 
L And co he went out of the hall, returning pzeſentip againe : after ige 
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| wgllrequitedbyFauſtus, cueawity the like pagment, koz pe ſaid vnta + 
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mme diatly foto wed the faire and beantiful Helena, whoſe beauty was 
ſuch that the ſtudents were all amazed to ſe her, eſte ming her rather 
to be a heauenly then an earthly Creature: This Lady appeared befoze 
them in a moſt rich Gowne of purple Uelnet, cofity imbzoadzed: her 
haire hanged downe loſe, as fairs as the beaten golde, and of ſuch len⸗ 
gth, that it reacheddowne to her hemmes, having molt amozous cole- 
blacke epes. a ſweet eplcaſant round fate, with lips as red as a Therry, 
he: cheeks of a roſe colour, her mouth ſmail,her neck white like a ſwan, 
tail æ dender of perſonage Jn ſumme, there was no imperfeet place in 
her: ſhe lokedround about with a rolling Vaakes epe a \miling and 
wanton countenance, which nere hand nflamd the harts of al ſtudents, 
but that they perſ waded themſelues ſhe was a ſpirtt, which made them 
lightlp pale away ſuch fancyes: and thus faite Helen and Fauſtus went 
out againe one with an an other. But the ſtudents, ut Fauſtus entering 
into the Pall againe, requeſted him to let them ſe her againe the next 
day, fo2 that they would bꝛing with thema Painter, to take her Conn= 
terfet : whith he denyed, affirming that he could not alwapes raiſe vp 
her ſpirit, but onelp at certaine tunes: pet faid he, J will gine you her 
Counterfet, which ſhall be as god ts pot, as if your ſclfe (hould ſæ the 
dꝛawing thcrof, which they receiued accozding to his pzomiſe, but ſone 
lot it againe. The ſtudents departed from Fauſtus tatheir ſeueral lod- 
gings,bat none of them could ſieep that night, foz thinking on the beaus 
ty of faire Hellen. Therfoʒe ainanmay ſ&, that the deuill blindeth and 
inflameth the hart oft times with luſt, that men fall in in loue with har» 


tots, wzerby their mindes can afterwards be hardly remoued.

T Dctoz Fauſtus was ſent foꝛ, to come to the Parſhall of Brunſwick, 
who was maruatlouſly troubled with the falling ſickenefle : Pow 
Fauflus had this qualitp, he ſildome rid, but. watkt on fote, to caſs. 
himſrife when he litt: And as be came nere vnto the Wowne of Brunſ. 
wicke, there ouertokehim a Clowne with foure hozſcs and an empt 
Maggon: to whame. Doctoz Fauſſus (ieſtinglp to try him) ſaid vnto. 
him, J pꝛap thte geod fellow let mer dealittle to eaſe mp weary leggs, 
which the buſſardlp Alle denped, ſsving, that his hozſcs were all wear P} 
and he woul: not let him get vp: Doctoꝛ Fauſtus did this but to-pzo2one 
this Clowne if there were aup carteiptobe found in himifned were: 
But ſuch churliſunes is commonly found among Clownes but he was 
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him. Thou doitiſh clowne, vopd of all humilitp, leeing thon art of ſo 
currith diſpoſition J will pay thee as thou haſt deſerued: foz the foure 
wheeles of thy Wagon thon ſhalt haue taken from the, let me ſ& then 
how thou canſt ſhift : hereupon his wheeles were gone, his hoſes alſs 
felldowne to the ground as though thep had bene dead: whercat the 
clowne was ſoꝛe afrighted, meaſuring it a iuſt ſcourge of God foz his 
ſinnes and chutliſhnes, wherfoze all trembling and wailing, he humbly 
befought Doctoꝛ Fauſtus to be god vnto him, confeſing he was woz⸗ 
thy of it, notwithſtanding if it pleaſed him to fozgiue him, he would 
heraſter doe better. Which humility made Fauſtus his heart to repent, 
anſwering him on this maner : Mell doe ſo no moꝛe, but when a pee 
man deſireth ther, ſ& that thou let him ride, but pet thou ſhalt not goe 
altogether cle&re, fo although thou haue againe thy foure wheeles, pet 
ſhalt thou fetch them at the foure gates of the City, ſo he thzew duſt on 
the hozſcs and remued themagaine, and the Clowne foz his churliſh- 
nes was faine to fetch bis wheles, ſpending his time with wearines, 
whereas befoze he might haue done a god deede, and gone about, his 
buſines quietly. 85 


How foure Iuglers cut one anothers head off, and ſet them on againe 
and how Doctor Fauſtus de ceiued them. Chap. 47. 

= Detoz Fauſtus came in the Lent vnto Frankfozd fapze, where his 
Spirit Mepboſtophiles gane him to vnderſtand that in an Inne 


were foure Auglers that cut one onothers head off, and after their cuts 


ting off ſent them to the barber to be trimmed, which many people ſaw. 
This angred Fauſtus, fo: he meant to haue himſeite the onelp Cocke in 
the deuills baſket, and he went to the place where they were to behold 
them. And as theſe Juglers were together ready one to cut oft anothers 
head, chere ſtod alſo the barbers ready to trim them, and by them Upon 
the table ſtod likewiſe a glaſſe full of ſtilled water, aud he that was . 
the chicfeſt amengſt them ftod by it. Thus thep began, they ſmote off 

the bead of the firlt. + pꝛeſently there was a Lilly in the glaſſe of diftil- 
led water, where Fauſtus perceining this Lilly as it was ſpꝛinging, and 
the chiefe Jugler named it the treofiife, thus dealt he with the firſt, 


making the barber wach and comb his head, and then he ſet it on again, 


ſentiy the Lilly vaniched away out of the water, hereat the man had

L his head whole and ſound againe, the like did thep with the other two: 
And as the turne and lot tame to the chiefe Jugler that he alſo ſhould be

wherefoze Doctoz Fauſtus went to the table whereas the other Jugs 
lers kept that Lilly,and ſo he toe a ſmall knife and cut off the ſtalkeg! 
the Lilly, ſaying to himſelle, none of them ſhould blinde Fauſtus : yet 
no man ſaw Fauſtus to cut the Lilly, but when the reſt of the Juglerg 
thought to haue ſet on their maiſters head, they could nat, wherefoze 
they lwked on the Lilly, and found it bleeding by this meanes the Jug⸗ 

ler was beguilcd, and ſo dyed in his wickednes, pet not one thought 


that Doctoꝛ Faultu« had done it.

God Chiitian, an boneſt and vectuous olde man à loner of the 
voly Scriptures, who was neighbour bnto D. Fauſtus, when he 
percciued that many ſtudents had their recourſe in and out vnto Do- 
ctoꝛ Fauſtus. ht ſuſpected piseuill liſe, wherefoze like a friend he innited 
Dottoꝛ Faults to ſupper vnto his houſe, to the whichhe agred: and 
hauuig ended their banguet, the olde man began with thefe wozds: My

nat to be augry with me, but friendly reſolue me in mp doubt and take 
ny poꝛe inuiting in god part. To whom D. Fauſtus anſwered : my 
guing neighbour, J p2ay pou ſap your mind. Then began the olde Pas 
fron to ſay: Pp god neighbour, pou know in the beginning how that 
pou haue defied God, and all the hoaſt of Peauen, and giuen pour ſoule 
to the diuell, where with you haue incurred Gods high diſpleaſure, and 
are become frb a Chꝛiſtian, far wozſe then a heathen perſon: oh conſiver 
what you haue done, it is not only the pleaſure of d be dp, but that ſafe- 
ty of the ſoule that you muſt haue reſpect vnto: o! which if pou be care- 
lelle, then are pou caſt awap , ard ſhall remaine in the anger of the Al- 
mighty God, Eut pet it is time enough D. Fauſtus, if you repent and 
call vnto the Lo2d loꝛ merey , as we haue txample in the Acts dr the A- 
poſiles the 8.

Andpaeſently vpon the making of this letter, he became ſo great ane- 


nemp to the pw2e old man, that he ſought his life by allmeanes pollible, 


but this govly man was ſtrong in the holy Ghoſt that he could not be 


'banquiſhed by any meancs, foz about two dapes after that he hader- 


hozted Fauſtus, as the poze man lay in his bed, ſuddainly there was a 
mighty rumbling in the chamber, p which he was neuer wont to heare, 


and he heardas it had bene the groaning of a Dow, which laſted long: 


whereupon the god old man began to ieſt and mocke, ant ſaid : oh what 
Barbarian cry is this 1 oh faire bird, what foule muſick is this? a feirte 
Angel, that could nat tary two daies in his plate? begtuneſt thou note 
to rim into a poꝛe mans houſe, where thou haſt no power, and wert not 
able to ktepe thy owne two vapes 2 With theſe and ſuch like woꝛds the 
ſpitit departed. And when he tame home, Fauſtus agked him how hee 
had iped with the olde man? to whome the ſpir it antwered, the olde man 
was harne led, and that he could not once lap holde vpon him: but her 
would not tell how the olde man har mocked him, foz the Diuels can 
neuer abide to heare of their fall. Thus doth God defend the hearts bf 
all honeſt Chaſfians,thadbetake themſelues vnder his tuition. 
Fou Doctor Fauſtus made a marriage between two louers. Cap. 50. 
] N the Ciſtyof Virceaberg was a Student, a gallant Gentleman, 
named N. N. This Gentleman was farre in loue with a Gentlewo⸗ 
man, faire and pꝛoper of perſonage : This Genttewoman had a knight 
that was a ſuter vntoher,and many other Gentlemen the which deſired 
her in mariage, but none could obtain her: ſo it was that this N. N. was 
very well acquainted with Fauſtus, and by that meanes became a ſuter 


vnto him to aſſiſt him in the matter, koz he fell ſo karre in diſpaire with 


himſelle, that he pined away to the skin and bones „But when ho had 


opened the matter vnto Doctoz Fauſtus, he asked counſcl! of his ſpirit 
Mereupon Doctoz 


Mephoſtophiles, the which tolde him what to doe. 
Fauſtus went home to the Gentleman and bad him be of god chere, foz 
he ſhould haue his deſire, foꝛ he would helpe him to that he wilhed foz, 
and that this Gentlewoman ſhould lone none other but him onelp, 
wherefoze D. Fauſtus ſo changed the mind of the damſell by a pzactile _

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be wought, that the ſhoulo doe no other thing but think on him whom 
befoze ſhe hadhated, neither cared ſhe foꝛ any man but him alone. The 
deuite was thus: Fauſtus tommaunded the Gentleman that he ſhould 
cloath himfelfe in all the bet apparell that he had, and that he ſhould goe 
bnto this Gentle woman. d ſhowe himſelfe. giuing him a Ring, com⸗ 
maunding him in any wiſe th it he ſhould daunce with her befoze he de; 
parted: who folowing bis Counſel, went to her, and when they began 
to daunce, thep that were ſuiters Legan to take euer y one his L ad by 
the hand: this Sentlcman toke her who before had ſo diſdavned him, 
and in the daunte, he put the bing tito her hand that Fzuſtus had giutn 
him, which che noſonec toacht, but ſhe fell pꝛeſentip in laue with him, 
ſmiling at him in the dannce, and many times winking at him, rolling 
her epes, and in the end che aſked him if br tould loue her, and make her 
his wife 2 he gladly anſwered, that he wis content: whereupon they 

concluded, and were maryed, by the meanes and help of Favſtus, fo2 Ne 


which, the Gentleman wel rewa:ded hun. 
How Doctor Fauſtus, led his friends into his Garden at Chriſtmas, 


and ſhowed chem many ſtrange ſights, m his nintcenth 
yeare, Chap.5T. 
N December. about Chaiſtmas.in the City of Wittenberg were ma- 
nx p;ng Gentlemen which were come ont of tte Country to be merry 
with their kriends: amongſt whome, there weile certaine well acguain⸗ 
ted with Doctoz Fauſtus, who often inuited them hom: vato he's houfee 
thep being there on a certaine time, after dinner he had them into his 
Garden, where they beheld all maner of flowers and freſh bearbeg, and 
trees bearing fruit and bloſſomes of all ſoꝛtes, who wondꝛed to ſc tyat 
bis garden tyould ſo flouriſh at that time, as in the midſt of Sommer: 
and ab33ad in the ſtreets and all che countrep lap full of ſnowe and vte: 
Wherefoze this was noted of them, as a thing mraculous: euerp one 
gathering and carping awap, all luch thinges as they beſt liked, and L 


departed, delight. d with their wert ſmelling flowers. 
How Doctor Fauſtus, gathered together, a great Ariny of men, in 


his extremity, againſt a Knight that would haue miured 
him on his iourney. Chap. 52. 
Octoꝛ Fauſtus trauayld towards Eyzelben, and when he was nigh 
halfe the way, he eſpyed ſcuen hozſe- men, and the chiefe of them de 
knewe to be the night with whome he had Jeſted in the Enperours 
Court: foz he had ſet a huge papzeof Harts h52nes vpon his head, and 
when the Knight nowſawe that he had fit opoꝛtu sip to be reuenged 
df Fauſtus, her: ran 2 him Los thoſs - ods were within bun ) towulehuc fe 
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him, inten ding p2in'ly toflay him: which when Fzuſtus eſpped, he bani⸗ 
ſhed away into a wod which was hald by them: But when the Knight 
perceiacd that he was vaniſhed away, he canſedhis men to ſtandſtill, 
but where they remained, they heard all maner of warlikhe Infiruments 
of mu ick, as Dꝛums, S lutes, Trumpets, aud ſuch like, and a cortaine 


traœpe of hoꝛſ- men ũ ing toward them: then they turned another wap. 


and they were alſo met on that ſide thẽ another wap, e yet were frethly 
aſlaulted, ſo that which wap lo euer they turned themſelues,he was in⸗ 
countred, inſomuch that when the Knight perteiued that he could eſtape 
no way, but that they his enemies laid on him which wap ſoener b&- 
offered to flpe, he toke a god heart, and ran amongſt the thickeff, aud 
thought with himſelfe , better ts dye then to live with fo great an 
infamp. Therefoꝛe being at handy blowes with them he demande d 
the cauſe why they ould ſo vſe him: but none of them wonld giue him 
anſwer v itul ZDocto: Fauſtus ſhewed himſelfe vntd the night, wdere⸗ 
upon they iacloſed him round, and Doctoꝛ rauſtus ſaid vnto him ſir, 
pteld your weapon, and pour ſelfe, other wiſe it will goe hard with pon. 
The Knight knew no other but that he was inuironed with an hoaſt of 

en( were iaded they were none other then diuels ) ytelded: then Fau- 
ſtus twke A wap his ſwoꝛd, his peece, and hozſe, with all the reſt of his 
companions. And further he ſaid vnto him, Sir : the chlele Genecall of 
our arm hath commaunded ts deale with peu accoꝛding to the Law of 
Arm's,von hall depart in peace whither pou pleaſe, and then he gaue 
the Knight a hoꝛſe after the manner. and ſct him thereon, ſo he rode, the 
reſt went on fate, vatill they came to their Inne, where being alighted, 
his Page rode on his hoꝛſe to the water, and pꝛeſently the hoꝛzſe vani- 
ſhed away, the Page veing almoſt ſunke and dꝛowned, but he eſcaped, 
and comming home, the night perceiued his Page ſo bempꝛed and on 
tote, asked where his hozſe was become: who anſwered that he was 
vaniſhed away: which when the Knight heard, her ſaid, of a truth tbis 
is Fauſtus his doing, fo2 be ſerueth me now as he did befoze. at the 
Court, onelp to make me a ſcome and a laughing ſtocke.

ing bꝛought, firſt one, then another, he lay with them all, inſomuch that 
he liked them fs well, that he continued with them in all manner of lone 
and made them to trauell with him in all his tourneys: Theſe women 
were 2. Netherlands, 1. Hungarian, 1, Eogliſh, 2. Wallons, 1. Franck- 
lander: and with theſe ſweat perſonages de continued long, peacuen to 
his laſt end. 
How Doctor Fauſtus found a maſſe of money, when lie had 
©. conſumed 22. of his yeares, Chap. 54. 
2 the end that the Diuell wauld make Fauſtus his onely heire, her 
ſhewed vnto him, where he Could goe and finde a mighty huge 
malle ot monep, and that he ſhould haue it in an olde Chappell that was 
fallen downe: halfe a mile diſtant from! Wittenberg g· there he had him to 
dig, and ould finde it, the which he did, and haning digged reaſonable 
deep, he law a mighty huge ferpent,the which lapon the trealure it ſelfe, 
the treaſure it ſelfe lay like a huge light burning: bat Doctoz Fauflus 
charmed the Serpent that hecrept ints a hole, and when he digged dec - 
per to get vpthe treaſure,he kound nothing but coales of fire: there al- 
ſo he heard and ſaw many that were tozmented, pet notwithſtanding 
he bꝛought away the coales, and when he was come home: it was all 


turned into ſiluer and gold, and after his death it was found by his ſer - 
uant, the which was almoſt about eſtimation a thouſand Gilders. 
How Doctor Fauſtus made the ſpirit of faire Helena of Greece his

JP theent that this miſerable Fauſtus might fill the luf of his ficſh, 
E and une m all manner of voluptuous pleaſures, it came in his mind 

after he had ſlept his firſt llerpe, and in the 2 3: yeare pall of his time,

that he had a great deſire to lye with faire Helena of Greece, eſpeciallp. 
her whome he had ſcene and ſhewed vnto the ſtudents at Wittenberg, 
whereſoze he called vnto his ſpirit Mephoſtophiles , commanding him 
to hꝛing him the faire Helena, which he allo did, wherupon he kell in loue 
with her, and made her his tommon concubine, and bedfellow, foz ſhe 
was ſo beautifull and delightkull a perce, that he could not be ene houre 
from her, it he ſhould therfoze haue ſuffred death, ſhe had ſo ſtolne away 
his heart, and to his ſeeming in time ſhe was with childe, and in the end 
bꝛought him a man childe, whom Fauſtus named Iuſtus Fauſtus: This 
child tolde D. Fauftus many things that were to come, and what ſtrange 
things were done in fozraine Countries: but in the end when Fauſtus 
loſt his life, the mother and the childe vaniſhed awap both together. 
How Doctor Fauſtus made his will, in which he named his ſeruant 
* Wagner to be his heire, Chap. 56, Docto 
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of Doctor Fauſtus. 
Octoꝛ Fauſtus was now in this 24. and laſt yeare, and ha had a 
pzetty ſtripling to his ſeruant, the which had ſtudie d allo at the Ul 

niuerſity of Wittenberg: this youth was very well acquainted with his 
knaueries and ſozceries. ſo that be was hated aſwell fa his owne kna⸗ 
uerie, as alſo foꝛ his mai ders: foʒ no man would giue him entertain⸗ 
ment into his ſeruice, becauſe of his vnhappineſſe, but Fauſius : This 
Wagner was ſo well bcloned with Fauſtus that he vſedhim as his fon 2 
foʒ doe what he would, his maſter was alwapes therewith wellconten- 
ted. Lind when the time dꝛew nigh that Faufius ſhould end, her called 


. —, bntohima Notary and certaine Maiſters, the which were his friends, 
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and often conuerſant with him, in whoſe pzcſence he gaue this Wagner 
his honſe and garden. Item he gaue him in readp monep 16000, 
Gilders. Item a Farme. Item a Gold chaine, much Plate, and other 
houſhold ſtuſfe. That gauche all to his ſernant and the reſt of his time 
he meant to ſpend in Janes and Students company, d2inking. and ea- 
ting, with other iollitie : and thus he finiſhed his will fo2 that time.

optnedmp ſecrets, and pet further (ſaid be) aske of me befeze J die 
what thou wilt and J will giue it vnto ther. Bis ſervant raſhlp anſwe⸗ 
red, J p2ap vou let me haue pour tunning. To which Doctoz Fauſtus 
anſwered J haue giucn the all my boks, vpon this condition that thou 
wouldſt not let them be common, but vſe them fo2 thine owne pleaſure, 
and ſi udp carefully in them.

And withen thꝛe dapes 
after he called his ſeruent vnto him, ſapiug, art thou reſolued: wouldſt 
thon verily haue a ſpirit: Then tel me in what manner oz foꝛme thou 
wouldũ haue him: To whom his ſeruant anſwered,that he would haue 
him in the fo2me of an ape: wherenpon appeared pꝛelentlp a Spirit 
vnto him in manner ond fo2me of an Ape, the which leaped about the 
houſe, Then laid Fauſſus ſer, there haſt thou thy requeſt, but pet he will 
not obey tha pntill J be deed, foʒ when my ſpirit Mephoſtophiles (hall 
fetch me away, then ſhall thy ſpirit be bound vnto ther, if thou agree :and 
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canſt not remember alt, che ſpirit Abercocke Will helpe th: ſo walt the 


haute bad the ioptul immoztalitie of the ſoule, the which thou now hatt 
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thy Spirit ſhalt thon name Abercocke : fo2 ſahe is called: but all this 
ts bpon condition that poupubiiſh my cunning and my merryconceits: 
with all that J haue done (when J am dead) in an hiſts2ie : and if thou 


greatacts that Jhaue done be manifeſt vnto the wozld, 
How Doctor Fauſtus hauing but one month of his appointed time 
to come, fell to mourning and ſorrew with himſelſe, for 


his diueiliſh exerciſe. Chap. 58. 

Ame ran away with Fauftus, as the houre-glaſſe, fo2 he had but 
one month to come of his 24. peares, at the end whereofhe had gi⸗ 
wen himſelfe to the dinell — ſoule, as it is beioze ſpecified, Vere 
was the firft token fo2 he was like a taken murtherer, oz a thefe, the 
which findoth himſelte gnilty in con ſcience, befoze the Judge haut gi⸗ 
nenſentence , fearing eue ru youre to dye fez he was grie ned, and in 
wayling ſpent the time, went talking to himſelfe, wzinging of his 
hands, ſobbing and ügbing, he fell away from fleſh, and was verp leante 
and kept himſelle clole : neither tauld he abide to ſ& oʒ deare of his Me- 
pooficphbes anp moꝛe. 1 
How Doctor Fauſtus complained that hee ſbould in his ufty time 

and youthfull yeares dye lo miſerably, Chap. 5c 
Tete time dꝛawing nere fo troubled Doctoz Fauſtus, 

that he began ta w2nte his minde, to the end he might peruſe it of- 
ten, antnot foꝛget it, and which was in manner as fonlow etz.

loft. Ah graſſe vnde rſtanding and wilfull will, what ſeazeth on my 
limbes, other then a robbing of my life: Bewaile with me mp found 
and healthfalb body, and wit and ſonle : bewaite with me my kencrs, 
fox yon haue had your part arid pleaſure aſwellas .

J muſt ſ affer all thcſe'tozments | Ah whither is pitty and:merey 
fled * Upon what occaſion hath heanen repaped me with this reward, 
by fufferance toſuffer me to periſh 2 Mherefoze was 3 created of man?

Ah miſerable w2etch, there is nothing in this world to ſkew meecom- 
fot: then woe is me. what helpeth my wailing? be 
Another complaint of Doctor Fauſtus.

Dw thon Fauſtus, danmed wꝛetch, how happy wert thou it᷑ as an 
vnrealonable beaſt thon mighteſt die without ſoule, ſo ſholdeft thou 
not fa le any moze doubts 2 But now the Deuill will take ther away 
both body and ſaule, and ſet theem an vnſpeakable place of darkencfle : 
fs; although others ſoules haue ref x peace, yet J poꝛe damned waetch 
muſt ſuffer all manner offiithy ſtench, paines colde, hunger, thirſt, beate, 
freezing, burning; hilng, gnaſhing and all the wꝛath and curſe of God, 
pea all the Creatures that God hath created are enemies to me.

Ah that I could carry the heauens vpon my ſhoulders, ſo 
that there were time at laſt to quit me of this euerlaſting dam nation: 
Oh who can deliner me out of the fearefull toꝛmenting flame, the which 
I ſee pꝛepared foz me: Oh there is no helpe, noꝛ any man that tan deli⸗ 
ner me, noz any wailing of ſinnes can helpe me, neither is there reſt to 
be found foz me day oz night, Ah woe is me, foz there is no helpe foz 
me, no chleld, no defence, no th here is my hold: knowledge 
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vate Ynot truſt : and fo2 a ſoule to God-wards, that haue A nof, fo? A 
ibameto ſpeake vnto him: if J doe, noanſwere ſhall be made me, but 
he will hide his face fromme, to the end that A ſhould not behold the 
tapes of the chaſen, Chat meane J thentocomplaine where ne helpe 
is? No J know no hope reſteth in my groanings. I haue deſtred that it 
wound be ſo, and God hath ſaid Amen fo my miſdoings : lo: now J muſt 
hanethametocomfo2 me in my calamities, 


Here followeth the miſerable and lamentable end of Doctor Fau- 
ſtus, by the which all ChriRians may take an example 
| and warning, Chap. 62, - 

T He full time of Dactoz Fauſtus his 24peares being tome, his ſpirit 
appeared vnto him giuing him his wziting again and commanding 
him to N es, , foz that the deuill would fetch him againſt a 
cer taine fi ted. Doctsz Fauſtus mourned andfighed wonder⸗ 
92 e to bed, noꝛ flept winke foz ſozrow. UWherefoze his 
dpi appeared agairie comfo2ting him and laying: Py Fauſtus, be not 
thou ſo cowardly minded, foz although that thou loſeſt thy body, tt is 

not long vnto the dap of Judgement, and thou muſt dye at thelaft; al- 
though thouline many thouſand yeares. The Turks, the Jewes;and 
a mchziltian Emperour are in the ſame condenmation :therefoze 
Fauſtus be of god conrage,and be not diſcomfozted;fozthedeutlhath 
pꝛomifed that thou ſhalt not be in paine as the reſt of the damned are.

Pet Doctvz Fauſtus that had none 
other expectation but to pay his debts with his owne skin, went (onthe 
ſams dap that his ſpirit cad the deuill would fetch him) vnto his truſtp 
and dereſt betoued be thꝛen and companions,as Paiſters and Batche- 
lers bf Art, and other ſtudents moe, the which did often viſite him at 
his honſe in merriment: theſe he intreateth that they would walke into 
the Uillage called Rimlich, halfe a mile from Wittenberg, and that they 
would there take with bim fo2 their repaſt of a ſmall od, uet, the which 
they all agreed vnto: fo they went together: and there held their dinner 
in a moſt ſumptnous manner. D. Fauſtus with them (diſlemblinglp) 
was merry but not krom the heart: wherefoze he requeſted them that 
F ferent alſo take part of his rnde ſupper : the which they agreed vn⸗ 
to;fo2 (quoth he) J mult tell ou what is the Uictulers due: and when 
they ſlerped ( foz dzinke was in their heads) then Doctoz Fauſtus paid 
and diſcharged the ſhot, and bound the ſtudents and the Maiſlers to goe 
my m into another rome, foz he had many a ta

After the which, they returned to Winenberg, 
and comming into the honſe of Fauſtus, they found the ſernantof Fau- 
ftus very ſad, vnto whome thep openedall ihe matter, who toke it er 
cedingheauily, There found they allo this hikozignf Doctoꝛ Fauſſus 
noted and ofhim wzitten, as is befoꝛe declared, all ſane anelp his end, the 
which was after by the Students thereto annered: further, what his 
(eruanthad noted thereof, was made in another ba ke. And pou haue

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The famous Hiſtory 
heard that he held by him in his life the ſpirit of faire Helena: the which 
had by dim one Sonne. the which he named luſtus Fauſtus, euen the ſame 
day ok his death they vaniſhed awap, both mother and ſonne. The houſe 
befo2e was lo dartze, that ſtarfe any body could abide therein. The ſame 
night DoctozFauſtus appeared vntohis ſeruant liuely, and ſhewed vn⸗ 
to him manp ſecret th:nges, the which he had done and hidden in his life 
time. Likewiſe there were tertaine which ſaw Moctoꝛ Fauſtus loke out 
of the window by night as they palled by the houſe. : 
And thus ended the whole hiſfozie. of Doctoz Fauſtus his Coniuration, 
and other acts that he did in his life: out of the which example euery 
Ch ꝛitian may learne, but chiefly the ſtitfe⸗necked and high minded may 
thereby learne to ſeare God, and to be carefull of their vocation, and to 
be at defiance with all denilliſh wozkes, as God hath moſt pzeciſely fo2s 
bidden, to the end we ſbould not innite the deuill as a Gueſt, noꝛ giue 
him place as that wicked Fauſtus hath done: foz here we haue a feare ful 
erampleof his wiiting, pꝛomiſe, and end, that we may remenber him: 
that we gos notaltray, but take God alwayes befoze out eyes, to call as 
lone vpon him, and to honsur him all the vapes of our life, with 
heart and harty pꝛayer, and with all our ſtrength and ſoule to 


gloziſie his holy name, defying the dewill and all his 
woꝛkes, to the end we may remaine with Chzilt 
in all endlelle top: Amen, Amen: that wich 
J vato euery Chziſtian heart, and 
Gods name to bs 
gloziſied 
Amen. 
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
